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Present Training Camps Afford First Field Test 
of Our New Military Policy

These are anxious days for those who 
have watched the development of the new 
military policy created by the act of June 
4, 1920, from the time of its inception in 
the General Staff through the long hear- 
ings before the Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs until this year when an at- 
tempt is being made to put it into effect. 
The policy is now really receiving fts first 
field test. An attempt is being made to 
put the breath of life into the Army of 
the United States. 

This is not the first attempt that has 
been made to develop citizen soldiers as a 
reserve for the Regular Army. ‘The Dick 
act was an effort in this direction, and 
while some progress was made under it, 
it failed to give the country an adequate 
force. An act was passed to create a re- 
serve for the Regular Army from men 
that had had service in the Regular estab- 
lishment. It will be recalled that the late 
Col. Gussie Gardner, when he was a mem- 
ber of Congress, in an effort to call the 
attention of the country to the inadequacy 
of its land force entertained the entire 
Reserve at a dinner at a hotel in Wash- 
ington. As I remember the dinner, there 
were twelve Reservists present, it being 
impossible to mobilize the other four. Yet 
when this law was placed on the statute 
.books its advocates gave us a picture of 
how, from year to year, the number of 
Reservists would increase until we would 
have something like a million trained men 
in the country. 

The new act is drawn up on entirely 
different lines. Many of the ideas incor- 
porated into it are the result of the ex- 
perience of the country in the World War. 
It was drawn originally on the assump- 
tion that Congress would adopt some form 
of universal military training. Congress 
having rejected the most secure and ra- 
tional foundation for democratic military 
policy. the authorities modified the act to 
fit into a system of volunteer training. 

A definite mission has been assigned to 
the Regular Army and the National 
juard. Added to this, the law provides 
for an Organized Reserve. For the pres- 
ent the chief function of the Organized 
Reserves will be the development of a 
corps of Reserve officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers. Until the policy is ex- 
panded for a mobilization of the Organ- 
ized Reserves the enlisted men will! con- 
sist chiefly of non-commissioned officers 
and enlisted specialists. 


Congress Is Doubtful. 


Congress -has not yet been impressed 
with the importance of the step that has 
been taken in the creation of the Army of 
the United States. Very few members 
have any faith in the ability of the War 
Department to develop such an Army. 
They expect to see a revival of the fric- 
tion that formerly existed between the 
Regular Army and the National Guard. 
They do not think that the National 
Guard will co-operate with the Reserve 
officers and cannot grasp the idea of the 
three components of the Army of the 
United States co-operating in the develop- 
ment of an adequate force which can be 
expanded in time of war. As a matter of 
fact, a very small proportion of the mem- 
bership of either House has given a seri- 
ous thought to the new military policy. 

The War Department is anxiously 
awaiting the reports on the camps. It 
realizes that all of the activities in the 
National Guard, the Organized Reserves 
and the Citizens’ Military Training Camps 
are being conducted under unfavorable 
conditions. First, the funds are inade- 
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quate, and second, the appropriation bill 
became a law so late in the year that it 
was impossible to complete all of the ar- 
rangements for the camps. But in addi- 
tion to this, the War Department is anx- 
ious to be advised on three points. They 
are: 

1. Is the entire Regular Army impressed 
with the importance of developing the Na- 
tional Guard and the Organized Reserves 

2.Is the National Guard impressed with 
the importance of supporting the Regular 
Army and the Organized Reserves? 

8. Is the Organized Reserve, that is, 
the Reserve officers, sufficiently impressed 
with the importance of supporting the 
Regular Army and the National Guard? 

That each of the components of the 
Army of the United States needs the sup- 
port and co-operation of the other two is 
apparent to all of the thoughtful students 
of the new military policy. Each has its 
well-defined function and sphere of action, 
and yet they are all inter-dependent. 


Real Test in Camps. 


This is an old story. There are great 
volumes of it in the testimony before Con- 
gressional committees and in the report 
from the War Department. It has been 
discussed in public speeches by the Presi- 
dent, by the Secretary of War, General 
Pershing and officers generally through- 
out the Army. But the real test is taking 
place in the camps that are being conduct- 
ed under the direction of the commanders 
of the nine corps areas. It is not expected 
to perfect the system in one summer, but 
it is believed that the military establish- 
ment is now passing through the most 
critical period in its existence. 

While a comprehensive survey cannot 
be made until the camps are over, some 
very encouraging reports have reached the 
War Department through unofficial chan- 
nels. The camps are only fairly started, 
although some of the Reserve officer 
classes have completed their ‘fifteen-day 
courses. In some quarters the belief was 
expressed that the course of study pre- 
pared at Leavenworth was too extensive 
for the short period in which Reserve offi- 
cers would be required to complete it. The 
unofficial reports indicate that these fears 
were groundless and as a whole the Re- 
serve officers are delighted with the course. 
It gave them some hard nuts to crack and 
created a general impression among Re- 
serve officers that the War Department 
took them seriously and is endeavoring to 
give them something of real value in mili- 
tary science. 


Enthusiasm in Camp Work. 


To verify these reports I visited Camp 
Meade, where the officers of the 79th Divi- 
sion were just completing the course. It 
was scarcely necessary to interview either 
the instructors or the student officers to 
gain the impression that the 79th Division 
was working enthusiastically on the prob- 
lems that had been submitted to it. There 
was something inspiring in the atmosphere 
of the entire camp. Every officer appeared 
to be impressed with the idea that he was 
engaged in serious business and was really 
a part of the Army of the United States. 

The result of the work that had been 
done at the camp of instruction found ex- 
pression in the last assembly of the class. 
After Col. Edward Carpenter, C.A.C., 


chief of the 79th Division Organized Re- 
serves, had made his last officia] announce- 
ment he turned over the meeting to Brig. 
Gen. C. H. Martin, U.S.A., commander 
of the camp. General Martin,, in address- 
ing the student officers, spoke frankly and 
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forcefully. He stated that during the 
camp that the instructors had been driv- 
ing the class at high speed. The time had 
arrived, he went on to explain, for the Re- 
serve officers to express their opinion of 
the work that had been done, and he in- 
sisted that they should talk plainly. He 
said that the Regular officers who had 
eharge of the camp were ready to submit 
to any criticism that the Reserve officers 
would make. 

Reserve officers who had been advised of 
the character of the last assembly were 
prepared. They had a number of sugges- 
tions for the improvement of the course 
und the manner of conducting the camp. 
All of these demanded more of the Re- 
serve officers than were required at this 
year’s camp. One of them was a sugges- 
tion that advance notice be sent to those 
who are to attend so that they could do 
some preliminary work in consulting and 
studying authorities on the subjects to be 
dealt with in the course of study. 


Work of Instructors Commended. 


The resolution which provoked the most 
enthusiasm and which brought the entire 
body of student officers to their feet was 
one commending the instructors of the 
camp. A request was made that the reso- 
lution be sent to the War Department so 
that it could be placed on the record of 
the instructors. The instructors were 
Lieut. Cel. W. G. Peace, C.A.C.: Lieut. 
Col. L. J. Van Schaick, Inf.; Lieut. Col. 
W.. L. Reed, Inf.; Major S. T. Mackall, 
Inf.: Major H. M. Cooper, Inf.: Major F. 
B. Wilby, Engrs.; Major J. H. Hester, 
Inf., and Major O. C. Aleshire, Inf. 

There was also a _ strong resolution 
passed by the officers demanding more lib- 
eral appropriations both for the Regular 
Army and the Reserve. Earnest speeches 
were made by Reserve officers pledging 
their support to the whole Army of the 
United States and favoring the organiza- 
tion of Reserve officers to secure adequate 
legislation to carry out the policy provided 
for in the act of June 4, 1920. 

It is said that similar scenes and the 
same enthusiasm mark the camps of other 
corps areas. Some of the officers of the 
80th Division, which was to conduct a 
camp this week, arrived in the closing 
days of the 79th Division camp. They 
were preparing to take up the work with 
the same spirit and the camp promises to 
be as successful as that of the 79th. 


APPEAL TO CONGRESS 
FOR FINANCIAL FORESIGHT. 


The question as to how much money 
will be available for next year’s instruc- 
tion and training activities will be sub- 
mitted to the Congressional leaders by the 
War Department when the House recon- 
venes after its recess in August. The 
leaders in the House and the Senate will 
be asked by the department to state ap- 
proximately what will be the appropria- 
tions for 1924 for the National Guard, 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps, R.O.T.C. and 
the Citizens’ Training Camps. The whole 


program, which will contain some new 
features, will be outlined to the leaders 
in Congress. 


It will be explained to the statesmen on 
@apitol Hill that only by planning about 
a year ahead can these activities be ad- 
ministered economically and successfully. 
It is already apparent that the delay in 
passing the Army Appropriation bill only 
an few weeks before the camps should be 


in progress has seriously embarrassed the 
War Department and is making the camps 
unsatisfactory to the corps area com- 
manders and the students in attendance. 
The delay has caused a great deal of aé- 
ditional expense, both to the Government 
and to those who are attending the camps 
and the schools. 

It is apparent that if the schools of in- 
struction for Reserve officers are to be a 
success the student officers must be given 
time to arrange their affairs before ac- 
cepting the invitation to attend. Most of 
the Reserve officers must have advanecd 
notice as to the time of holding the camps 
in order to get away from their business, 

The War Department is now preparing 
estimates for next year’s camps. They 
will be submitted through the Director of 
the Budget in advance of the other esti- 
mates. yeneral Pershing has taken a 
personal interest in the matter and has 
already discussed it with Secretary of 
War Weeks. The Secretary, General Per- 
shing, members of the General ‘Staff and 
General Rickards. Chief of the Militia 
Bureau, will take the matter up infor- 
mally with the leaders of Congress in Au 
gust and endeavor to receive some assur- 
anes as to what will be acceptable on 
Capitol Hill. 
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A GRATIFYING REPORT OF A CAMP 
BY A RESERVE OFFICER. 

It is most gratifying to the officers who 
are concerned in the upbuilding of inter- 
est in Reserve matters to receive enthusi- 
astic reports from Reservists on activi- 
ties such as camps, demonstration drills, 
etc. Among such reports it is a pleasnre 
to cite the recent experience of Lieut. 
Ralph B. Segar, C.A., O.R.C., Wilming- 
ten, Del., one of the Coast Artillery Re 
serve officers who attended the June camp 
at Fort Hancock, N.J. 

Lieutenant Segar has nothing but favor- 
able comments to make on every feature 
of the camp. He is enthusiastic over the 
cordial treatment given the Reserve offi- 
cers by the Regular officers in charge, and 
equally emphatic in his praise of the spirit 
of efficient work that existed during the 
entire period of the camp. The camp, it 
seems, was not in the nature of a “picnic, 
neither was it a hard. grinding, sweating 
experience that left the student officers 
“all in” at the wind-up. It was, accord- 
ing to Lieutenant Segar, a most satisfac- 
tory combination of intensive training 
and pleasant sociability between Regulars 
and Reserves, and there seems to be little 
more that could be said of any camp that 
is conducted on proper principles. 

At the opening of the camp the Reserve 
officers were promptly informed that they 
would “take a battalion for drill” on 4a 
certain day: would go on as O.D., by ros- 
ter, etc. When the time approached for 
3-inch gun practice the officer to act as 
battery commander was calmly informed 
of his detail in this capacity, and told to 
prepare the battery (and himself!) fer 
the momentous event. Many of the stu- 
dent officers had had little or no artillery 
training, having only recently transferred 
or been commissioned in this branch : but 
the manner in which the training was 
conducted was such that discouragement 
and embarrassment were avoided.

rising tide of the Bolshevist inva- 

sion had reached the Vistula and 

commenced to surround the Polish 
capital; the Polish government was con- 
sidering a removal to Posen or Cra- 
cow and the false report circulated by 
Germany of the occupation of the out- 
skirts of Warsaw had already found cre- 
dence in certain capitals of western Eu- 
rope. 

On Aug. 16, while the Allied govern- 
ments were discussing the means of sav- 
ing the existence of the new Poland which 
they had brought back to life, the Polish 
army. by an unexpected recovery, blasted 
the premature hopes of their enemies, and 
after a few days’ fighting brought out of 
an almost hopeless situation a brilliant 
and complete victory. 

It is necessary to review the circum- 
stanees which preceded the crisis during 
which Poland was almost destroyed in 
order to understand the military opera- 
ticns which saved her. 


Boundaries Left Unsettled. 


B: the middle of August, 1920, the 


In resuscitating Poland and fixing the 
conditions for determining her frontiers 
on the north, west and south with Ger- 
many and Czecho-Slovakia the Allied pow- 
ers left open the questien of her eastern 
boundaries with Russia. 

There, the absence of natural lines of 
demarcation and the conflicting territorial 
demands caused by the varied ethnic char- 
acter of the population, rendered the solu- 
tion most difficult. The Entente, par- 
alyzed by its indecision regarding a set- 
tlement of the great Russian problem and 
desirous, above all, of avoiding trouble in 
the future, had confined itself to giving 
Poland as a provisional frontier that of 
the old kingdom fixed by the Congress of 
1815.* 

Such a solution, too narrowly limiting 
the domain where Poland aspired to re- 
establish her national life, involved the 
risk of provoking her to secure by her 
own efforts a boundary farther to the east. 
Furthermore, disturbed by the prepara- 
tions for an attack as indicated by the 
Bolshevist concentrations in White Rus- 
sia and Ukrania, Poland decided to head 
ofi this menace by attacking first and to 
strengthen her political and military sit- 
uation by organizing, between herself and 
Russia, buffer states to bear the brunt of 
the blows sure to be exchanged between 
two traditionally hostile nations. 

Poland first came to an agreement with 
the anti-Bolshevist General Petlura, and 
then started to put these precautionary 
measures into execution by launching an 
offensive against Kief. 

Setween April 25 and May 12 Kief 
was captured and the Polish front, al- 
ready established in the north on the 
Duna (below Polotsk) and on the Bere- 
Sina, was carried in the center beyond 
the barrier of the middle Dneiper, whence 
it continued southwest and rested on the 
Dneister, thus encompassing Podolia. 


Danger of Easy Victory. 


These victories, too easily obtained 
over an enemy taken by surprise and 
Without reinforcements. justified in the 
opinion of the Polish government the bold- 
ness of a plan of operation, of whose 
dangers the Allies had, perhaps, failed to 
give a timely or sufficient warning. Be- 
fore giving battle on a front more than 
600 miles long with an army still in 
Process of organization and only twenty 
divisions strong against the Red forces 
Who, although badly distributed and of 
mediocre fighting value, were numerically 
Stronger and had ample reserves, the 
Poles should have put their action on a 
Solid basis by completing the organiza- 
tion of their army and building up its 
esprit de corps that had disappeared dur- 
ing their long subjection under three dif- 
ferent governments. 

In the meantime the Bolshevist leaders 
Were not in the least discouraged by the

N 1920, when the Bolshevists were overrunning 

Poland, General Weygand went to Warsaw as the 
head of the French section of the Franco-British Mili- 
tary Mission and became technical advisor to the Polish 
Chief of Staff. By following his sound counsels, the 
Poles were able to put the Reds to rout in less than a 
This article was written especially for the 
Army AND Navy Journat by General Weygand. 








Polish successes in Ukrania, but kept on 
energetically with the concentration near 
Witebsk-Smolensk of two reserve armies 
amounting to fifteen divisions, a movement 
that had then been under way for several 
months. 

As usual, they preceded their military 
effort against Warsaw by a powerful prop- 
aganda, the attack on Kief furnishing for 
this a new argument which was quickly 
and adroitly exploited throughout Europe 
as well as in Russia proper, where the 
Soviet government also profited by the 
spirit of patriotism and hatred of the Po- 
lish invader thus awakened. 


Reds Launch Attack. 


On May 14 the Reds launched an offen- 
sive towards Minsk to counter the Polish 
attack on Kief. The Poles retreated 
sixty miles before regaining control of 
themselves. Hardly had they established 
a line on the Beresina when the Red 


hordes in the south attacked in turn, 
throwing Budeney’s cavalry corps. to- 
wards Jitomir and _ Berditonevy. This 


corps had just put Denekin’s army to 
rout and was eminently fitted to operate 
in the vast Kussian open country against 
thin lines of infantry, and by its rapid 
incursions hampered any meneuver by 
and soon disorganized the green Polish 
troops, nearly all of whom were recruits. 
Time and time again the Poles withdrew 
to take up a position in the rear only to 
find it occupied by the Reds and by them 
be taken in flank, and they soon became so 
demoralized as to retreat when merely 
threatened with a flanking movement, as 
might be indicated by high clouds of dust 
rising in the distance from the Cossack 
columns. A large breach was made in the 
Polish front, they abandoned Kief and 
rushed back to the line of departure of 
their attack of April 25. 

After: having successfully driven back 
the Polish armies, first north and then 
south of the Pripet. and used up their re- 
serves, the Bolshevist high command, due 
to its superior resources, was able to con- 
tinue the concentration of two reserve 
armies near Smolensk and never lessen 
its pressure on the Poles. An attack in 
force was made towards Minsk and Vilna 
by the Red group of armics of the north, 
commanded by General Tukachevski, 
whose effectives had been raised to twenty- 
divisions. In the counsels of the Krem- 
lin in Moscow the idea of Trotzky had 
prevailed, that is, “a lasting peace could 
be built only on the ashes of the Polish 
nobility and middle classes. Poland was 
only the hireling of the capitalist Entente, 
and the conquest of that country would 
be the first victory over western bour- 
geois Europe. It was, therefore, at War- 
saw that the decisive blow must be 
struck.” 


Attack Started July 4. 


Tukachevski’s armies started their at- 
tack on July 4. From the beginning the 
Polish left wing was outflanked in the 
north by the Bolshevist cavalry, and the 
Polish high command decided to move 
that part of their front forty miles back 
to the line Potolsk-Borisov. All control 
of this withdrawal was very soon lost 
and in most of the Polish units it rapidly 
degenerated into a rout. The successive 


lines of resistance in the rear were aban- 
doned without a struggle. The Red 
forces entered Vilna July 15, Grodno on 
the 20th and Bialystock and Ossoviets on 
the 29th. The failure to hold on the part 
of the Polish left wing uncovered and 
forced the troops on their right to re- 
treat, which, in turn, brought about the 
evacuation of the Molodetchno- Minsk 
transversal on the 13th and the Lida- 
Baranovitchi railroad on the 20th. 

During the first few days in August the 
Polish high command did its utmost to 
stop the retreat at and reorganized along 
the line of the Bug. But reinforcements 
were delayed and the ist Army,t which 
had had the heaviest losses, was reduced 
to only a few thousand bayonets. The 
loss of Ostrow and the passage of the 
Bug by the Reds north of Brest-Litovsk 
made this attempted reorganization im- 
possible, and the Poles continued to fall 
back towards the Vistula. 

The five Red armies of Tukachevski’s 
group pushed ahead in several columns. 
On the extreme right (north) Gaia’s cav- 
alry corps, followed by the 4th Red army, 
started a wide flanking movement along 
the German border, seeking to reach to 
lower Vistula, turn the defenses of War- 
saw and get in rear of the Polish front. 
Further south the 15th, 3d and 16th Red 
armies established themselves on a large 
semi-circle extending from Modlin (Novo- 
georgievsk) to Gora-Kalvaria and exe- 
euted a converging attack on the fortifi- 
cations of Warsaw. Still further south 
the Red army on Tukacheyski’s left 
known as the Group Mozyr, took posses- 
sion of the Vistula from Gora-Kalvaria 
to Deblin (Ivangorod). 


Poles Driven from Galicia, 


While this was going on the Red group 
of armies of the south, with Budeney’s 
cavalry, drove the Polish forces clear out 
of Galicia and back to the suburbs of 
Lemberg. 

At this juncture Poland had neither 
sufficient military equipment nor arsenals 
to manufacture the same, and was, ac- 
cordingly, obliged to await the arrival of, 
material from the Allies. But, as_ Ger- 
many had declared her neutrality, and 
Tcheko-Slovakia refused the use of her 
railways, the advance of the Red cavalry 
threatened to cut Poland’s only remain- 
ing communication with Dantzig, the 
sole port through which Allied material 
could reach her. 

Open or concealed hostility on every 
side conspired to hasten and profit by Po- 
land’s fall. In the north Lithuania, inca- 
pable of resisting the Soviet government, 
permitted the passage of Red _ troops 
through her territory and took advantage 
of the situation to occupy Polish terri- 
tory that she coveted. In eastern Prus- 
sia the Bolshevists had promised during 
their advance to return to Germany the 
districts taken away by the Treaty of 
Versailles. Here, the German units just 
back from the Baltic states were reformed 
and preceded their return to active ser- 
vice by sending volunteers, arms and mu- 
nitions to the Red forces. In Silesia the

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Spartacists became active and the up- 
risings at Kattovitz and Breslau indi- 
cated their plan to attack Poland in her 
rear. 
Thus beset on all sides, with half her 
territory invaded by the Bolshevists, su- 
perior in number and flushed with vie 
tory, surrounded by enemies or h 
neutrals and almost wholly cut off from 
her allies, Poland’s doom seemed ce 
Dispatches from Moscow an- 
nounced her end to be in sight, and a 
Communist government. organized at 
Wysskow, was in readiness to replace 
that at Warsaw. At Baranowitki, where 
they had been discussing the conclusion 
of an armistice since early in August, the 
Bolshevist plenipotentiaries purposely 
prolonged the negotiationg, awaiting a 
crushing victory over Poland, when they 
could impose conditions which would blot 
her off the map of Europe. 

The hour had sounded for Poland to 
make her supreme effort. She must. not 
ail! 


The Allied Missious Arrive. 


On July 20 there arrived at Warsaw 
a diplomatic and military mission sent 
by the British and French governments 
to inform themselves on the spot as to the 
best way of helping Poland. The British 
mission was composed of Lord Abernon, 
Ambassador to Berlin; General Rad- 
eliffe of the War Office and Sir Maurice 
Hankey, secretary of the British Cabinet. 
The French were represented by Monsieur 
Jusserand, Ambassador to ington ; 
General Weygand, Marshal Foch’s chief 
of staff, and Monsieur Vignon, councilor 
of the Embassy, attached te the Cabinet 
of the Prime Minister. 

Direet military aid being out of the 
question, the Mission could give only a 
moral support and the promise of ma- 
terial aid. Poland had to work out her 
own salvation and the help offered would 
be valuable only to the extent that the 
nation could utilize her own energy and 
exploit her every resource. ‘ 

The Mission found the Polish govern- 
ment imbued with this idea and firmly 
resolved to continue the struggle, even 
though Warsaw fell, and to defend at any 
price and to the bitter end the existence 
of their new-born country. 

The measures to be taken were consid- 
ered without delay; it was decided to 
hasten by every possible means the de- 
livery of French war matériel: via Dant- 
zig, the only route available, and to util- 
ize as much as possible the officers of the 


large French military mission in all the ~~ 


echelons of the Polish army. Furt 
more, with the approval of the Polish 
government and Marshal Pilsudski. chief 
of staff, General Weygand was assigned 
to duty with General Rozwadowski, 
chief of the Polish General Staff, to col- 
laborate with him in the preparation and 
direction of operations. He immediately 
put at the service of Poland the full meas- 
ure of his activity and the resources of 
his experience acquired through his asso- 
ciation with Marshal Foch on the west- 
ern front. 


Morale is Reawakened. 


In the army the morale was reawak- 
ened, energetic measures were taken to 
stiffen discipline and to revive the fight- 
ing spirit of the troops. Exhausted or 
discouraged commanding officers were re- 
lieved. Thanks to the resistance ordered 
along the Narev and on the Bug the units 
commenced to recover themselves, to check 
the enemy and even to counter-attack. 
From that time on the retreat towards 
the Vistula was executed in good order. 

The arrival at the front of large num- 
bers of replacements recruited in the bet- 
ter class of society revived an ardent spirit 
of patriotism in the Polish army. Gen- 
eral Joseph Waller. organizer and comman 
der-in-chief of the Polish forces in France 
and an active spirit in the volunteer move- 
ment, was put in command of the group 
of armies of the north, which, by ener- 
getic and enthusiastic leadership, he soon 
brought back to a realizing sense of duty. 

Reserves were gradually gotten to- 
gether. The Polish General Staff saw the 
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error of trying to get a decisive victory 
in a secondary theater of operation like 
Galicia and recalled a large number of 
troops from that country. Clear and ex- 
plicit orders fixed the missions of the dif- 
ferent units and the execution was super- 
vised by the commanders of the various 
echelons. 

A position was hastily organized on 
the Vistula forming a large fortified region 
around Warsaw and Modlin. The bat- 
talions mobilized in the rear were sent 
there as a garrison, and with the aid of 
conscript labor they constructed the most 
urgently needed fortifications. On Aug. 
12 the position was ready with a double 
line of trenches all along the front and 
forty-eight batteries in position. 

Undsr great difficulties the French mil- 
itary mission, under General Henrys, bent 
itself to re-establish and maintain the 
means of liaison essential to any large 
maneuver. No matter what the risk, and 
although they were not officially consid- 
ered as combatants, the French officers 
never hesitated, even on the firing line. to 
give advice, based on their own combat 
experience, and to set a fine example of 
soldierly conduct. . 

In the rear the development of the 
country’s resources was energetically 
pushed by the Assistant Secretary of War, 
General Sosnkowski, whose force and will 
overcame every obstacle. Forty thousand 
volunteers were enlisted and despite the 
shortage of arms and equipment 25,000 
replacements were sent to the front be- 
more Aug. 10. Before the end of the 
month this latter figure was raised to 
145,000, representing an increase of more 
than 300 companies of infantry and eight 
Tegiments of cavalry. All the artillery 
lost during the retreat was replaced with 
French matériel. 

By these measures the Polish army was 
able to organize along the Vistula and to 
retake the initiative.

PRESS CONGRATULATES CONGRESS 
ON DISCOVERING WEST POINT. 


It is gratifying to note that the civilian 
press recognizes the efforts of the Army 
and Navy to get in closer touch with the 
country at large. The Services appreciate 
the spirit shown in such articles as the 
following, wherein the Providence (R.I.) 
Journal seizes the opportunity to hail the 
Congressional discovery of West Point: 


“In its last annual report, the Congres- 
sional Board of Visitors to the U.S. Mili- 
tary Academy said: 


“Tt is the opinion of the board that 
the people of the country have known too 
little of this institution in the past, and 
it is our belief that the efforts now being 
made to bring the Academy into closer 
touch with the people of the country and 
to inform the people of its purpose and its 
method is a step in the right direction that 
has been too long delayed.’ 

“That the board made this statement is 
not surprising. It is but another step in 
® process that has been going on for some 
time; not only is the Army drawing closer 
to the public, but the public is engaged in 
making the fascinating discovery that our 
soldiers are in no respect different, upon 
acquaintance, from other citizens. 

“The ‘Plattsburg idea’ was the first step, 
and out of it grew the R.O.T.C. and the 
C.M.T.C. Then came the war, in which 
several million citizens were introduced to 
the Army. The National Defense act al- 
lewed those who so desired to continue the 
process of getting acquainted, going no 
further than they desired. The organiza- 
tion of the Armies of the United States 
upon a territorial basis, identifying not 
only the National Guard, but the Organ- 
ized Reserves and even the Regular Army 
units, with a certain district, was another 


step. 

Meanwhile a reciprocal process is no- 
ticeable. Formerly condemned by the ‘pork 
barrel’ system to exile in isolated Army 
posts, the Regular soldiers now meet 
civilians and like them very well, They 
Lave decided to become better acquainted. 
Recently when the 11th U.S. Infantry had 
to change post, it did so by marching from 
Camp Jackson, 8.C., to posts in Ohio, In- 
diana and Kentucky. When the 5th In- 
fantry came from Portland to Camp De- 
vens, it did so in motor trucks, and the 
week spent in Boston was ‘one continual 
round of pleasure’ as the guests of the 
citizens of Boston. 

“And now, as a further step, the As- 
sociation of the United States Army is 
yee: formed, and The Adjutant General 
of the Army and General Pershing have 
given permission to Army officers to re- 
spond to invitations to address societies, 
orders and other meetings. . . . 

“It is difficult, indeed, to conceive of a 
system more calculated to discourage snob- 
bery, and a year in the ranks at Camp 
Kenning after graduation is guaranteed 
to snuff out the last lingering spark of it. 

“But the Academy has a further merit. 
It not only makes good Americans, but it 
makes good soldiers. 

“Congress is to be congratulated upon 
the discovery of West Point.” 





Rainbow Division 
Veterans’ Reunion 


Nearly a thousand veterans of the fa- 
mous old 42d, or “Rainbow,” Division 
gathered in Minneapolis on July 14 and 
15 for the fourth annual reunion of their 
organization. Representatives were in 
attendance from twenty-six states. They 
received a welcome which demonstrated 
that their hosts had not forgotten the 
wonderful record of the “Rainbows” in 


France. 

Veteran officers in attendance included 
Brig. Gen. Henry J. Reilly, O.R.C., edi- 
tor of the Army AND Navy JourNAL, of 
New York; Col. W. P. Serews, of Bir- 
mingham. Ala., and Col. W. E. Talbot, 
of Dallas, Texas. These three were the 
guests of Col. George E. Leach, mayor of 
Minneapolis, himself a Rainbow veteran. 
All four paid a visit to Fort Snelling the 
day before the reunion opened. 

A preliminary meeting of regimental 
commanders was held that evening, at 
which General Reilly charged three mem- 
bers of the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee with deliberately crippling the na- 
tional defense program. The _ general 
named Representatives D. H. Anthony 
(Rep., Kas.), T. U. Sisson (Dem., Miss.) 
and W. H. Stafford (Rep., Wis.) as the 
obstructionists to the defense program. 
It was decided to take the matter up in 
the convention. 

The convention opened in the West 
Hotel on July 14 with a business meet- 
ing. A banquet was held in the West 
Hotel that evening, at which President 
Wilbur Smith of the Minnesota Rainbow 
Association presided. The speakers were 
Cols. C. R. Howland, J. W. Johnson, W. 
Y’. Serews and General Reilly. 


Greetings from Pershing and Gouraud. 

Next day the convention received greet- 
ings from General Pershing, the reading 
of which created great applause, and also 
received a message from General Gou- 
raud, of the French army, who command- 
ed the forces in which the 42d served with 
such distinction during the repulse of the 
great German drive of July 14 and 15, 
1918. 


General Gouraud, responding to the in- 
vitation of the Governor of Minnesota to 
attend the reunion, said in part: “It 
would have been a great honor for me to 
have again found myself among these gal- 
lant men, on the fourth anniversary of the 
battle of July 15, where the unshakable 
courage which animated their brave hearts 
aided their French comrades to break the 
last German offensive. But my duties in 
Syria do not permit me, as I had hoped 
te do, to come to Minneapolis. 

“T ask General Reilly to give my re- 
grets to my comrades of that glorious day 
and to tell them that I continue to hold a 
place for them in my memory.” 

The convention cabled General Gouraud 
its greetings in return. 

The veterans went on record as ap- 
proving General Reilly’s attack on the 
members of the Military Affairs Commit- 
tee. 
Speaking on the floor of the convention, 
the general said: “By cutting down ap- 
propriations the committee is trying to 
wreck the act of June 4, 1920. It is the 
first military program for peace time the 
United States has ever had, and in hin- 
dering its administration the committee is 
deliberately destroying the only life in- 
surance the people of the United States 
ever had.” 

He again named the three members and 
charged that they “never have sought to 
conceal their opposition to adequate ap- 
propriations to carry out the provisions 
of the Army Reorganization act, which 
created a new system of Army divisions.” 

The general brought out the fact that 
this failure had resulted in the dropping 
of the famous old 42d Division from the 
Army lists, since no provision had been 
made to organize the divisions numbered 
from 26 to 42, as originally planned. 

Col. William Donovan, of New York, 
took the floor in support of General 
Reilly’s position, and the latter intro- 
duced a resolution, which was carried 
without opposition, demanding that the 
provisions of the act be complied with. 
A committee consisting of Col. W. B. 
Hough, General Reilly and Mayor Leach 
was appointed to look after this matter. 

The convention then went on record as 
being unalterably opposed to pacifism in 
any form and expressed itself as in favor 
of the immediate action on compulsory 
registration of aliens. It voted a perma- 
nent headquarters in Washington, with a 
secretary on duty there, and decided to 
issue the “Rainbow Reveille,’ the official 
publication of the division, upon dates of 
historic interest in the history of the divi- 
sion. Finally, Indianapolis was selected 
as the 1923 convention city, after invita- 
tions from Los Angeles, Kansas City and 
New York had been considered. 


Election of Officers. 


The election of officers resulted in the 
choice of “Wild Bill” Donovan. colonel 
of the famous “Fighting 69th,” of New 
York city, as president of the association. 
Col. George E. Leach, of Minneapolis, 
was named honorary president, and Col. 





J. W. Johnson, of Marion, N.C., who had 
run a strong race for the presidency, was 
made first vice president. Second vice 
president went to C. A. Davis, of New 
York, and third to Leroy Dawsin, of Los 
Angeles. The Rev. J. M. Harrington, of 
Minneapolis, was elected national chap- 


lain. Col. W. C. Wolfe, of Chicago, was 
named historian. 


The Parade. 


The last feature of the reunion was the 
parade, participated in by approximately 
500 of the veterans, led by the 151st Ar- 
tillery band. Next came the official 
party, consisting of General Reilly and 
Colonels Leach, Donovan. Johnson, Tal- 
bot and Tinney, all of whom were com- 
manders of regimental or higher organiza- 
tions in France. They were followed by 
two sections of Artillery representing the 
149th and 151st Field Artillery, respec- 
tively. The personnel of these two sec- 
tions was composed exclusively of men 
who had been wounded in action and dec- 
orated by the Allied governments. After 
them came the veterans of twenty-six 
states, each headed by officers of their 
old organizations. 

The Minnesota Daily Star, the state’s 
leading labor publication, in connection 
with the convention, interviewed General 
Reilly, so to present the opinions of a 
military man to the rank and file of the 
labor population. 

General Reilly expressed himself as 
well pleased at the opportunity to pre- 
sent his point of view as to the relation 
between the military and labor, which he 
declared to be “one of the most important 
questions in the contemporary life of the 
United States, but a relationship upon 
which there is considerable misunder- 
standing. 

“The objective of any government is to 
secure the welfare of its people,” declared 
the generdl. “Ways, means and methods 
may differ according to time and place 
and the temperament of the people, but it 
is the objective that matters in time of 
peace as well as in time of war.” 

In commenting upon the present politi- 
cal sitaation in the United States, Gen- 
eral Reilly said that its possible short- 
comings have been indicative not of a fal- 
lacy in the form of American government, 
but of the application of these principles 
of government to actual life. 

He continued: “The correction of the 
errors of government is by education, not 
revolution. By proper education of the 
masses injustices in our domestic and for- 
eign policy can be cured. ‘The individual 
vote, not the shotgun, is the most power- 
ful weapon in time of peace and the aim 
of every progressive workingman at this 
time should be to arouse the social con- 
sciousness of every American citizen and 
not to spread discontent and sow turmoil 
by encouraging a dictatorship, either of 
communists or of special privilege.” 


Function of National Guard. 


When the labor daily asked about the 
function of the National Guard in peace 
time, the general responded that all gov- 
ernment is based on force. but that in a 
democratic government force is not ap- 
plied in daily life unless the civil govern- 
ment entirely fails to function. He fur- 
ther stated that the American Army in- 
cludes the National Guard and the Re- 
serve forces, and that they all unite to 
make a thoroughly American institution, 
“as it is illustrative of the spirit of this 
country, whose men are willing to make 
sacrifices in time of need, but do not want 
to follow the military profession. It is 
characteristic of the American prejudice 
against militarism.” 

The Star displayed this opinion promi- 
nently. 





VETERANS OF 78TH DIVISION 
TO HOLD REUNION SEPT. 30. 


The 78th Division, known in the A.E.F. 
as the “Lightning Division,” will hold a 
reunion at Atlantic City on Sept. 30 and 
Oct. 1. The men feel that one thing that 
came out of the war was comradeship in 
the division and an effort should be made 
to preserve this. 

The purpose of the reunion is that 
the men who fought together and went 
through the strenuous days in the St. 
Mihiel-Meuse-Argonne campaign can now 
get together under pleasanter conditions 
and review those days. In other words, 
the soldiers will get together and enlighten 
each other about what good fighters they 
were and how they can still lick anybody 
in the world. 

The committee has arranged for a spe- 
cial rate at Atlantic City through the 
courtesy of the Atlantic City Chamber of 
Commerce and each man will have his 
board, room and meals in a good hotel 
and the bathing privileges for the two 
days for the sum of This does not 
include railroad fare.

Veterans Demand the 
Removal of Anthony, 
Sisson and Stafford 


The veterans of the Rainbow Division, 
assembled for their annual convention at 
Minneapolis, on July 15 passed the fol- 
lowing resolution, petitioning the House 
of Representatives for the removal of Con- 
gressmen Anthony, Sisson and Stafford 
from the War Department Sub-committee 
on Appropriations. 

The veterans base their request on their 
own war-acquired knowledge that the lack 
ef preparation, which results from the ac- 
tivities of these men, “inevitably leads to 
upnecessary killing of American citizens 
in time of war.” ‘The resolution follows: 
To the Speaker and Members of the House of 
Representatives of the United States: 

1. Whereas, the Rainbow Division veterans 
assembled in their third annual convention on 
the anniversary of the decisive defeat of the 
last great German attack of the war in the 
Champagne, July, 1918, have had it called to 
their attention, and 

2. Whereas, under the new organization 
of the House of Representatives, the War 
Department Sub-committee on Appropriations 
shapes the military policy of the country in 
so far that it is not modified on the floor of 
the House or in the Senate, and 

3. Whereas, this same sub-committee 
resents the House in the Joint Senate and 
House Committee on all Army appropriation 
bills, and 

4. Whereas, the War Department sub-com- 
mittee works in secret session never conduct- 
ing a public hearing and in executive session 
with the Senate conferees, the House having 
limited and insufficient time to consider Army 
appropriation bills for, and 

5. Whereas, the members of the War De- 
partment sub-committee now consisting of 
Representative Daniel R. Anthony, jr., re- 
publican, of Kansas; Representative Thomas 
U. Sisson, democrat, Mississippi; William H. 
Stafford, republican, Milwaukee, Wis.; who 
not only during the last session have not, 
scught to conceal their opposition to ade- 
quate appropriations to carry out the pro- 
visions of the Army Reorganization act of 
June 4, 1920, and 

6. Whereas, this act gives the United States 
of America the first military policy the United 
States has ever had in time of peace, and 

7. Whereas, this policy is based on the 
principle of the mass of our armed forces in 
time of peace and war, being made up of citi- 
zen soldiers; is thoroughly democratic in all its 
principles; makes no excessive demand on the 
Treasury of the United States, and is abso- 
lvtely in harmony with our institutions and 
beliefs, and, 

8. Whereas, we the Rainbow Division vet- 
erens in our service in the 42d Division of 
the American Army, which participated in 
practically all of the principal American en- 
gagements, know from our own experience on 
the battlefield that lack of preparation in time 
of peace inevitably leads to unnecessary kill- 
ing and wounding of American citizens in 
time of war—and unnecessarily prolongs war. 

We, the members of the Rainbow Division 
veterans in convention assembled do respect- 
fully partition the members of your honorable 
body to remove the present members of the 
War Department Sub-committee and _ substi- 
tute members who, while appreciating the 
necessity for economy in Government expendi- 
ture which exist at the present time realize 
that the destruction by failure to make suffi- 
cient appropriations of the only military 
policy the United States has ever had cannot 
but be fraught with the gravest consequences 
in the future. 


SECRETARY OF NAVY DENBY 
NARROWLY ESCAPES DEATH. 
Secretary of the Navy Edwin Denby 
while at Peking, China, on July 19, nar- 
rewly escaped death there in an airplane 
accident according to an Associated Press 
dispatch, Mr. Denby was flying at 28 
height of 4,000 feet over the Great Wall, 
when the engine of the airplane broke 
down. The machine was demolished in 


landing, but Mr. Denby was uninjured. 

The airplane belonged to the Chinese 
government and had seen service in the 
recent fighting between Generals Wu 
Pei-fu and Chang Tso-lin. Secretary Den- 
by, however, emphasized the fact that he 
had made the flight at his own suggestion, 
and that he did not go as the guest of the 
Peking Administration. 

The forced landing, made in the heart 
of the hills traversed by the Great Wall, 
was a thrilling one, after a spectacular 
flight in which a high altitude was reached 
to avoid the mountain tops. p 

The party took off from the capital at 
noon. In the airplane, besides the Secre- 
tery, were Comdr. George W. Simpson, 
U.S.N., and Charles Dolan of Boston, who 
piloted the machine. 

After circling over Peking, Mr. Denby 
suggested that they proceed to the Great 
Wall. After balf an hour’s flying ovér 
the wall at an altitude of 4,000 feet, the 
Secretary expressed a desire to follow the 
course of the ancient barrier to observe 
its serpentine path over the hills. 

The airplane was being piloted along 
the course of the wall when suddenly the 
gasoline feed clogged and _ the pistons 
stopped, leaving the party 4,000 feet in the 
ait with a series of jagged peaks and 
crags below. 

Realizing his danger, Dolan started to 
volplane, seeking a landing place. Finally 
he located what appeared to be compara- 
tively clear space in the midst of the hills. 
Here the machine was brought to earth, 
enly to be wrecked against the rocks that 
strewed the ground. 

Secretary Denby was the first man _— 
of the machine as it struck, and he an 
his companions all escaped uninjured. . 
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Graduating Classes

istics into British, French and German 
teaching methods.

ALLOWANCES FOR QUARTERS 
AND SUBSISTENCE. 


A report on the allowances for quarters 
and subsistence for each enlisted man not 
furnished quarters or rations in kind, in 
accordance with the provisions of Section 
11 of the act of June 10, relating to pay 
and allowances of the commissioned and 
enlisted personnel has been completed. 

The value of the allowances to the en- 
listed men, says the board, which was 
composed of representatives of the Ser- 
vices, depends on the conditions under 
which the duty of the man is being per- 
formed and will not exceed $4 per day. 
The regulations are uniform for all the 
Services concerned. As a preliminary to 
this action, tables have been prepared and 
approved by the President to be incor- 
pcrated in regulations shortly to be pro- 
mulgated. 

These regulations, in the case of the 
Army, will form “Changes” to Sections 
1223 to 1238 of Army Regulations. Nec- 
essarily the regulations will differ in the 
various Services to accord with the condi- 
tiens, which are not identical. The two 
tables which prescribe allowance for quar- 
ters and subsistence for enlisted men are, 
however, of general application. They are 
as follows:

than 12 hours at the station, one-third of one 
day. No allowances for subsistence will be paid 
for the day on which a man arrives at a sta- 
tion after six o’clock p.m.

AERONAUTICAL C. OF C. 
READY TO CARRY MAIL. 


In view of the imminent crisis in rail- 
way transportation, with the possible tie- 
up of the United States mails, the Aero- 
nautical Chamber of Commerce on July 
13 telegraphed the Postmaster General as 
follows: 

“Members of the Aeronautical Chamber 
of Commerce located in such transporta- 
tion centers as Boston, New York, Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore, Buffalo, Cleveland, De- 
troit. Minneapolis, Chicago, St. Louis, 
Kansas City, Spokane, Los Angeles, San 
Francisco and Seattle are prepared to pro- 
vide airplane mail service in case of strike 
emergency. Using the existing transcon- 
tinental aerial mail line as a nucleus, 
branches can radiate over wide territory. 
Within a few days one thousand commer- 
cial craft capable of transporting at least 
eight million first-class letters daily can 
be placed in operation.” 

The Postmaster General replied on July 
14 as follows: 

“Grand! Fine! More evidence, if any 
were needed, that the one big union we 
hear about is the United States and its 
emblem is the Stars and Stripes.” 

The Aeronautical Chamber of Commerce 
accordingly has requested its members to 
hold equipment in readiness for an emer- 
gency call from the Aerial Mail. 

“Please advise us at once as to the num- 
ber of craft, mail capacity in pounds, and 
cruising range with full load. You will 
recognize the importance of this opportu- 
nity to demonstrate the utility and avail- 
ability of commercial aeronautics,” says 
a bulletin just sent out by the organiza- 
tion,

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ARMY OFFICERS ORGANIZE 
FOR AUTOMOBILE INSURANCE. 


Army officers on duty in the vicinity of 
San Antonio, Texas, have taken the offen- 
sive against the high cost of automobile 
insurance in typically efficient military 
fashion. They have organized their own 
insurance association (limiting its mem- 
bership to officers of the Army) and 
eliminating thereby the usual agent’s 
commission, which means a reduction av- 
eraging twenty per cent. in the cost of 
insurance. 

One feature, which meets the hearty 
approval of all members, is that which 
provides for the payment of only fifty per 
cent. of the purchase price of the policy. 
The remainder is to be paid on call. There 
is also an assessment limit and no mem- 
ber can be assessed for more than double 
the amount of his premium. 

The association is meeting with wide- 
spread success. It is expected that most 
of the officers at Kelly Field, Brook Field, 
Camp Travis, Camp Normoyle and 8th 
Corps Area Headquarters will become 
members.

Army Elimination | 
Board Is Selected 


Two retired officers and three active 
officers have been selected by the Secre- 
tary of War to readjust the new strength 
of the Army authorized in the act of June 
80, 1922. The work must be accom 
under the terms of the act before January, 
1923. The members of the board are as 
follows: 

Major Gen, Joseph T. Dickman, retired, 
president; Major Gen. Merritte W. Ire- 
land, Major Gen. Henry P. McCain, re- 
tired, Brig. Gen. Andre W. Brewster and 
Brig. Gen. Ernest Hinds. 

In announcing the personnel of the 
board the following statement was given 
out: 

“It has been the endeavor of the War 
Department to provide a board that would 
be thoroughly just and impartial and 
whose membership would represent the 
various classes of officers whose 
must be weighed by the board. Officers 
now, or recently, closely identified with 
the present War Department administra- 
tion have, in general, been excluded from 
membership, as have also officers who 
have been members of the annual classifi- 
cation boards to select the inefficient Class 
B officers. ‘The membership of the board 
includes officers who are and others who 
are not graduates of West Point. It also 
includes an officer who did not serve 
abroad during the war. Among its mem- 
bers are officers who have served in the 
three major branches of the Army, the 
Infantry, the Artillery and the Cavalry, 
and also officers whose service has been 
confined largely to staff departments, 

“Major General Dickman was born in 
Ohio and was assigned to the Cavalry 
upon graduation from the U.S. Military 
Academy in 1881. Prior to the World 
War he participated in two campaigns in 
the Philippine Insurrection and was chief 
of staff in the China Relief Expedition. 
During the World War. General Dick- 
man commanded the 3d Division in the 
Aisne defensive, in the Chateau-Thierry 
sector, in the Champagne-Marne defen- 
sive and in the Aisne-Marne offensive; 
commanded the 4th Army Corps in the 
St. Mihiel offensive: commanded the ist 
Army Corps in the Meuse-Argonne offen- 
sive; and finally exercised the command 
of a lieutenant general in commanding 
the 3d Army in the occupation of Ger- 
many. He was awarded the Distinguished 
Service Medal for his meritorious and 
distinguished services with the American 
Expeditionary Forees. General Dickman 
was retired Oct. 6, 1921, upon reaching 
the age of sixty-four years. 

Major General Ireland was born in In- 
diana and graduated from the Detroit 
College of Medicine. He entered the mili- 
tary service as surgeon of the 45th US. 
Infantry May 4, 1891. He was Surgeon 
General of the American Expeditionary 
Forces until October, 1918, when he was 
appointed Surgeon Gene of the Army, 
in which capacity he is still serving. He 
was awarded the Distinguished Service 
Medal for meritorious and distinguished 
service as chief surgeon of the American 
Expeditionary Forces. His services will 
be of great value to the board in the con- 
sideration of the many medical matters 
that must come before it. 

“Major General McCain, retired, was 
born in Mississippi and graduated from 
the Military Academy in 1885. He was 
assigned to the Infantry until 1900, when 
he was transferred to The Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Department. He served as The Ad- 
jutant General of the Army from Aug. 27, 
1914, to Aug. 26, 1918, when he was ap- 
pointed a major general and assigned at 
Yamp Devens, Mass., to command the 12th 
Division organized at that camp. Gen- 
eral McCain was awarded the Distin- 
guished Service Medal for his meritorious 
and conspicuous service in administering 
the Adjutant General’s Department dur- 
ing the early period of the war and en- 
abling it to meet the excessive burdens 
placed upon it. He was retired at his 
own request after more than forty years’ 
service on July 22, 1921. “ 

“Brigadier General Brewster was born 
in New Jersey and was a_ resident of 
Pennsylvania when he entered the Army 
from civil life in 1885. He was assi 
to the Infantry. General Brewster served 
with distinction in the China Relief Bx- 
pedition, being awarded the Congressional 
Medal of Honor for heroism. During the 
World War he was Inspector General of 
the American Expeditionary Forces 
was awarded the Distinguished Service 
Medal for his exceptionally meritorious 
and distinguished service in this capacity. 

“Brigadier General Hinds was born in 
Alabama and upon graduation from the 
U.S. Military Academy in 1887 was as- 
signed the Artillery. He participated 
in the Santiago and Philippine campa 
During the World War he was successive- 
ly Chief of Artillery of the Ist Army 
Corps, Chief of Artillery of the Ist Army, 
and Chief of Artillery of the American 
Expeditionary Forces. He was awa 
the Distinguished Service Medal for his 
conspicuous service in perfecting and di- 
recting the organization and training of 
the Artillery of the American Army in 
France. He is now stationed at Fort 
Sill.

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‘Reorganization of 
Army Service Schools 


The War Department has announced 
the action taken on the report of the 
board of officers which was convened pur- 
suant to Paragraph 8, 8.0. 29, C.S., War 
Department. Instead of the three courses 
in the Field Artillery Special Service 
Schools, two will be substituted, supple- 
mented by instruction in the units schools. 
This will result in a great saving to the 
Gevernment in not only mileage, but the 
transportation of dependents and freight 
charges for transporting personal property. 
The proposed transfer of the Special Ser- 
vice Schools of the Field Artillery to Fort 
Benning was disapproved. 

Extracts from the report of the board 
of officers in question, in so far as they 
relate to the operation of the Special Ser- 
vice Schools are given below: 

General system of military education 

roposed. The system shall embrace— 

‘or officers: (1) Unit schools; (2) com- 

any officers’ courses at Special Service 
Behools ; (3) advanced courses at Special 
Service Schools; (4) special courses (to 
meet the needs of the particular arm, 
for National Guard and Reserve offi- 
cers, for general officers at Special Ser- 
vice Schools; (5) General Service Schools. 
Yor cadets: The U.S. Military Academy. 
For enlisted men: Post schools, unit 
schools, Special Service Schools. 

In connection with the application of 
the general system outlined above, and as 
important changes in the existing general 
system, the board recommends: 

(1) That the courses for unit schools 
be organized by the War Department to 
replace as soon as possible the basic 
courses now taught at the Special Service 
Schools; that these courses shall prescribe 
the subjects to be taught, allot the hours 
to each subject, and include a directive 
governing instruction. 

(2) That effective Sept. 1, 1922, the 
time allotted to the Special Service 
Schools shall not exceed two years, to be 
utilized at the discretion of chiefs of 
branches, under supervision and control 
of the General Staff. 

(8) The general system of military edu- 
cation. proposed contemplates in its normal 
application that officers will not be de- 
tached for duty with the National Guard 
or Organized Reserves until they have 
served at least two years as commissiuned 
officers. 

(9) A separate department of military 
research will no longer be maintained in 
any Special Service School. 

Generally summarizing the system pro- 
pcsed, it is the opinion of the board that: 

(1) All newly appointed officers should 
be sent to commands, preferably to large 
commands fully provided with the peace- 
time personnel of officers and men and 
urder selected commanders, where they 
should be assigned to units of their arms 
for the period necessary to complete a 
basic course in the unit schools of the 
command. The period should not exceed 
one year. 

(2) During the basic course of the unit 
schools and afterward, whenever officers 
are with troops, the other courses of the 
unit schools should be pursued. 

(3) After completion of the basic 
course in the unit schools and as soon as 
they may be available, all officers should 
take the company officers’ course of the 
Special Service Schools. This course 
should include everything not covered in 
the basic course of the unit schools which 
is necessary to perfect students in the 
technique and tactics of the company in 
the battalion of the arm. The period 
should not exceed one year. 

(4) After completion of the company 
officers’ course, followed by a period of 
years on other duty, all officers should at- 
tend the advanced course at the Special 
Service Schools. This course should cover 
everything not covered in the basic course 
of the unit schools and in the company 
officers’ course of the Special Service 
Schools which is necessary to perfect stu- 
dents in the technique and tactics of the 
highest unit of their arm. The period 
should not exceed one year. 

(5) After completion of the advanced 
course at the Special Service Schools, no 
ether school duty, except that in the unit 
schools, should be compulsory. But there 
should be at the Special Service Schools 
special courses for field officers and for 
general officers, the purpose of which 
should be to refresh or to orient them on 
the technique and tactics of their arm. 

As far as practicable and in conformity 
with the directions from this office, unit 
schools may be under the control of the 
chiefs of the respective branches to which 
they pertain. Instructions in regard to 
the operation of the unit schools will be 
issued later from this office. 

The mission of the Special Service 
Schools is to teach the technique and tac- 
tics of all units of the branch concerned 
in order to provide competent leaders for 
all units of respective branches, and quali- 
fied instructors for the Regular Army, Na- 
tional Guard, Organized Reserves, R.O. 
T.C. and C.M.T.C. 

Field Artillery School.

The object of this course is to train 
certain selected enlisted men as _ techni- 
cians and instructors in the duties of en- 
listed specialists of the Army in the Regu- 
ler Army, the National Guard and the 
Organized Reserves.

(1) Battery Officers’ Course—No radi- 
cal change from the present basic course 
te the battery officers’ course is proposed 
except the dropping of certain basic sub- 
jects and the substitution therefor of cer- 
tain matter now included in the battery 
commanders’ course. The basic subjects 
dropped from the course are those which 
are non-technical, such as military law, 
military hygiene and first aid. 

(2) Advanced Course.—This course in- 
volves no change other than that due to 
the combination of the present three 
courses into the two proposed courses. It 
takes up the instruction where the battery 
officers’ course and the unit schools stop 
and carries it on to completion. 

(3) No change as to special courses. 

(4) The Courses for Hnlisted Special- 
ists—No change except that for the Reg- 
ular Army only instructors and a small 
number of the highly specialized tech- 
nicians are to be sent to the Special Ser- 
vice School. 

The ultimate transfer of the Special

The Weekly Washington Letter

General Grant would probably have 
been eliminated under War Department 
Circular No. 152, which comprises the in- 
structions to the Board of General Offi- 
cers for the reduction in the number of 
officers to comply with the terms of the 
act of June 30,1922. (Cir. 152is printed 
in full under Army Orders in this edition.) 
There is nothing in General Grant’s his- 
tory to indicate that he would be “above 
the average” under the efficiency ratings 
now employed in classifying officers. He 
would probably have been rated as “the 
average,” as when he was a company offi- 
cer he did not impress those in higher 
command. Some of the other great Civil 
War commanders might have met with 
the same fate, and the same can be said 
of officers who have splendid records as 
combat commanders in the World War. 

With the Class “B” elimination which 
has been progressing quietly, yet effec- 
tively, it is stated that very few ineffi- 
cient officers remain in the Service. Be- 
tween 500 and 600 are classed as “below 
the average.” “Below the average’”’ does 
not necessarily mean that an officer is in- 
efficient, but that in one of two respects 
he is not up to the standards of efficiency 
which has been fixed for the Regular 
establishment. Some of the officers were 
classed as “below the average” or rated 
as “above the average” in some particu- 
lar activity. 

There are approximately 8,000 officers 
who have been classified as “the average.” 
The average officer is one who can qualify 
for any usual duty. Some of them were 
splendid combat commanders in the World 
War and others have splendid records in 
the service of the supply and other non- 
combatant duty. Officers who are rated 
as “average” in time of peace have fre- 
quently made brilliant records in war. 
Yet under Circular 152 it will be neces- 
sary to retire, discharge or demote from 
the “average” class officers of recognized 
ability. The circular states that, based 
upon the number of officers in the Ser- 
vice on June 30, 1922, the excess is 2,149 
on the promotion list and 367 in the Med- 
ical Department and Chaplains. This 
number can be decreased by retaining 800 
on the promotion list for absorption and 
demotion. There have been about enough 
retirements since that date to reduce the 
surplus on the promotion list to about 


.. 


Separation Will Be Honorable. 


Under these conditions small wonder is 
it that it is set forth in the circular that 
“separations from the Service under the 
act of June 30, 1922, are regarded as 
honorable in every way and will not be 
regarded as stigmatizing an officer or his 
record.” ‘The circular concludes by stat- 


ing: 

“It is the desire of the War Depart- 
ment that. in general, officers leaving the 
active list of the Regular Army continue 
availablé for military service in emer- 
gency. Such officers are urged to affiliate 
with the National Guard or to apply for 
appointment in the cers’ Reserve 
Corps, thereby continuing as members of 
the Army of the United States available 
for service when needed.” 

There is no doubt that the authors of 
the circular attempted to write a human 
document. An effort was made to soften 
the stinging blow that has fallen on the 
Service as the result of an act of Con- 
gress. In Paragraph 8 officers are invited 
to communicate their desires through mil- 
itary channels for the consideration of the 
board. This paragraph is broad enough 
so that each officer can submit a plan to 
solve his own particular problem. There 
is no doubt that the members of the board 
will be willing to take up matters infor- 
mally with officers so that they can sub- 
mit their request in the proper form 
through military channels. 

The board is given the widest authority 








in the matter of retiring officers for phys- 
ical disability. Although a thorough 
physical survey was made of officers of 
the Army in January, 1922, the board is 
authorized to submit recommendations 
“for investigation by retiring boards in 
the case of each officer, in their opinion, 
who appears from his record to be per- 
manently physically incapacitated for ac- 
tive field service, or in whose case the 
board desires the finding of the retiring 
board.” This provision and other provi- 
sions of the circular applies to general 
officers as well as field and company offi- 
cers. 


List to be Scrutinized. 


The whole list of active officers is to 
be scrutinized carefully so that officers 
with physical disability may be retired 
with three-fourths pay. From the read- 
ing of the circular it would appear that 
the board is directed to retire all officers 
who are qualified only for limited service 
The law does not require a reduction in 
the number of general officers, but the 
board is directed to retire general officers 
who are not fitted for active service in 
the field so as to make vacancies for the 
promotion of colonels. ; 

A very complicated system of special 
reports are required by the circular. Not 
only are the chiefs of branches but com- 
manders of smaller units are authorized 
to — reports through military chan- 
nels. 

While this system of special“ reports 
may be necessary in administering the 
law, there is no doubt that they will cre- 
ate a disagreeable condition of affairs 
throughout the Service. The entire re- 
duction will be a severe strain on the 
Service and will be the subject of some 
bitter discussions on the floor of Con- 
gress. 


Congress Now Alarmed. 


As has been stated previously in these 
columns, there has been some indefinite 
talk among members of Congress of the 
introduction of a resolution suspending 
the operation of the law. Doubt is ex- 
pressed as to whether such a resolution 
can be passed. There is no doubt that 
Congress did not realize the disastrous 
effect upon the Service of the passage of 
the provisions of the appropriation bill 
which provides for the separation of so 
many officers from the active service of 
the Army. The strangest feature of the 
situation is that the most violent protests 
against the elimination process comes 
from the House; where even a larger re- 
duction was approved when the bill was 
originally passed. ‘The members of the 
House did not expect its conferees to be 
so insistent upon the reduction of the 
number of officers and would have ap- 
proved 13,000 as readily as they did 12,- 
000 -if it had come to them in this form 
through the conference report. 

The real work of reducing the officer 
personnel was done in the conference com- 
mittee. It was the House conferees, 
Messrs. Anthony, Sisson and Stafford, 
who held up the Army Appropriation bill 
until there was no time on the floor of 
the House to make a fight against the re- 
duction. It was in a star-chamber ses- 
sion that these three members stabbed the 
Army in the back. In some quarters it is 
believed that there will be a reaction in 
the House when it convenes after its re- 
cess on Aug. 15. Any resolution that is 
introduced will be referred to the Mili- 
tary committee of the House, where it 
will receive more favorable consideration 
than d'd the Appropriation bill. It is be- 
lieved that the House committee would 
repor: favorably on a reasonable resolu- 
tion. The Appropriations Committee 
would be lined up against it and with its 
influence the passage of such a resolution 
= not be effected without a bitter 
g 
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Army Reorganization 
and Redistribution 


The efforts of the War Department to 
meet the situation resulting from the re- 
cent actions of Congress have resulted in 
a wide reorganization and redistribution 
of the units of the Regular Army. Among 
those affected by recently announced or- 
ders are the following: 


CAVALRY. 


The Cavalry of the U.S. Army, like 
other arms of the Service, has also suf- 
fered from the drastic reduction of the 
Army. This arm has lost all of its train- 
ing center troops. The loss of a regiment 
of machine gun troops of Cavalry in the 
Philippine Islands, however. is partially 
adjusted by the organization of a Cavalry 
regiment of Philippine Scouts and a Cay- 
alry machine gun troop of Philippine 
Scouts. 

The Cavalry is greatly in need of offi- 
cers in the lower grades, In addition to 
the above, minor reductions have been 
made in a few of the organizations of the 
United States. The following are the 
stations of the regiments as reorganized:

AIR SERVICE. 


As was stated in last week’s issue of 
the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL, the Air 
Service expected to receive an authoriza- 
tion for 8,500 enlisted men to conform to 
the reduced Army, and it has prepared a 
schedule allotting this number of men to 
the various activities. Special Service 
Schools, Reserves, foreign stations and di- 
visional sections of the Air Service are 
included in this capitulation. The Air- 
ship School at Langley, Batloon Observers 
Scholo at Ross, Observation School and 
Communications School at Post, and the 
Photo School at Langley Fields, respec- 
tively, are all to be demobilized. Some of 
the squadrons are to be placed on the in- 
active list, while new units are to be or- 
anized. 

. Under the reduced total of 12,000 offi- 
cers which is provided by the act of June 
30, 1922, the actual number of commis- 
sicned officers to be allotted to the Air 
Service is not yet decided. The table 
shown below is the number which would 
normally be required:

COAST ARTILLERY. 


Recent legislation enacted by Congress 
reducing the enlisted strength of the Army 
to 125,000 enlisted men, results in a reduc- 
tion of the enlisted strength of the Coast 
Artillery Corps to 12,026. :

The Coast Defenses of Key West, Galveston 
and San Diego will become inactive, and will 
be placed upon a care-taking basis. 

The following coast defenses will be main- 
tained upon an active status: Portland, Boston, 
Narragansett Bay, Long Island Sound, Sandy 
Hook, Chesapeake Bay, Pensacola, Los Angeles, 
San Francisco and Puget Sound. 

All coast defenses in foreign possessions will 
be maintained upon an active status. 


ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT. 


The reorganization of Ordnance com- 
panies’ in conformity with an Army of 
125,000 enlisted men is announced by the 
War Department. This action was taken 
after careful consideration. 

As was the case in the Cavalry, reor- 
ganization instructions have been cabled 
to the commanding general, Philippine 
Department, directing that the 12th 
(Maint.) Ordnance Co. be converted to a 
Philippine Scout organization. 

As soon as the company is reorganized 
at the reduced peace strength one pla- 
toon of the 59th Ordnance Co. ( Maint.) 
will move via rail from Picatinny Arse- 
nal, N.J., to Fort Sill, Okla., where it 
will be permanently stationed. Enlisted 
men with less than six months to serve 
at the date of entraining will not be sent 
to Fort Sill. 

The 18th Ordnance Co. (Maint.) will 
be placed on the inactive list under the 
provisions of Section II, General Orders 
32, War Department, 1921, with the 14th 
Ordnance Co. (Maint.) as its active asso- 
ciate. The personnel will be disposed of 
in aecordance with special instructions 
whieh will follow. 

Following is the redistribution of Ord- 
nance companies : 

1. The following Ordnance companies 
(Depot) will be reorganized at reduced 
peace strength of thirty-seven enlisted 
men each: 78th Ordnance Co., 79th Ord- 
nance Co., 80th Ordnance Co..

5. Amended tables of organization will 
be forwarded at an early date. 


FINANCE DEPARTMENT. 


The number of Finance Department 
enlisted personnel under the reduction of 
the Army has been fixed at 393. At the 
present time the department has 531, 
which makes necessary that 138 members 
be transferred to some other branch of 
the Service. The Chief of Finance has 
called upon all corps area finance officers 
to report the names of those men desiring 
transfer and the branch of the Service to 
which they will prefer assignment. 


INEQUALITY IN THE PAY BILL 
HITS LATE NAVAL CLASSES. 


Under the provisions of the pay bill 
there is a difference of five years in the 
rate of pay between the Navy Academy 
class of 1916 and 1917. This ‘is due to 
the fact that the 1916 class was the last 
one which received credit in the commis- 
sioned serviee for the time which it spent 
in the Academy. This inequality will be 
called to the attention of the Committee 
on Naval Affairs of the House, as it is 
evident that such an arrangement is con- 
trary to the principle of the new pay 
bill. Pay is supposed to be based on the 
length of service. 
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Approval Delayed on 
Shanks Board Report 


Although the Shanks Board, appointed 
te report on the inequalities of the pro- 
motion list, completed its report about 
July 10, it has not yet been approved by 
the Secretary of War. 

It is understood that both the Secretary 
and Senator Wadsworth, chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Military Affairs, 
question the advisability of bringing up 
any new questions in Congress relative to 
the Army until the readjustment of the 
promotion list as the result of the reduc- 
tion in the Army is completed. It is pos- 
sible that the report may be referred back 
to the board after the readjustment is 
completed. 

The Shanks Board report is the most 
complete study of the subject of promo- 
tion that has ever been submitted to the 
War Department. It is several hundred 
pages in length, and covers every phase 
of the questions. 

Some entirely new questions are dealt 
with in the report, which are fundamental 
in their character and acect the entire 
promotion list. Under the _ resolution 
which created the board the report will be 
eventually submitted to the Senate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs. 


VACANCY OF Q.M. GENERAL 
TO BE FILLED AS OF AUG. 29. 


The prospective vacancy in the office of 
Quartermaster General, U.S. Army, will 
be filled as of Aug. 29. This course will 
be followed by the Secretary of War upon 
the advice of the Judge Advocate General, 
who has rendered the opinion that the 
term of Major Gen. Harry L. Rogers, the 
present Q.M.G., expires upon the date of 
acceptance, instead of July 22, when the 
commission as Quartermaster General 
was tendered him. 


NAVAL BUILDING PROGRAM 
FOR 1924 BEING PLANNED. 


Although no official advices have been 
received that the other powers with the 
exception of China have ratified the Naval 
treaty, the naval authorities are proceed- 
ing on the assumption that it will be 
eventually ratified. Press reports have 
frequently been sent out from Tokyo and 
London to the effect that the treaty is 
about to be ratified by England and Japan, 
but no official confirmation has been re- 
ceived. 

So far, the only tangible result that 
has been accomplished by the Arms Con- 
ference is the stopping of the American 
building program. The other countries 
had practically stopped before the confer- 
ence took place. owing to the lack of 
funds. Nothing as yet has been sealed 
and signed which would prevent the other 
great powers from resuming naval con- 
struction if they were so disposed and 
had the funds. 

But even on the assumption that the 
treaty will be ratified, the General Board 
will have some recommendations for Con- 
gress as to naval construction to be in- 
cluded in next year’s programm. Aside 
from the completion of the battleships 
authorized by the treaty, there will be 
need for the authorization of light cruis- 
ers, submarines, auxiliaries and aircraft 
to work out the program of the new naval 
policy. The deficiency of the American 
Navy in this respect will be called to the 
attention of the Secretary of the Navy 
when he returns from the Hast ,by the 
General Board, and it is presumed that 
these recommendations will be sent to 
Congress. 


ADMIRAL G. W. WILLIAMS NEW 
CHIEF OF STAFF, ATLANTIC FLEET. 
Rear Admiral George W. Williams, U. 

S.N., will assume the duties of chief of

PRELIMINARY NAVAL BUDGET 
TO BE SUBMITTED AUG. 1. 


Unexpectedly, the Navy Department 
has been called upon to submit a prelim- 
inary budget to the Secretary-Treasurer 
by Aug. 1. This will be used in connec- 
tion with the preliminary budgets from 
other departments to make a general sur- 
vey of the finances of the Government. It 
is expected with the preliminary budget 
the Director of the Budget will indicate 
in a general way how the funds of the 
Government are to be distributed. 

In the preparation of next year’s budget, 
the Navy Department proposes to go into 
details of the expenses of the Navy to an 
extent that has not heretofore been at- 
tempted. When the completed budget is 
submitted in December, Congress will be 
fcernished with a statement of how the 
funds for the Navy are to be expended 
down to the smallest items,

NAVAL ENLISTED RATINGS 
TO BE CHECKED UP. 


The Bureau of Navigation has recently 
been in receipt of a number of recom- 
mendations from commanding officers to 
reduce the rating of petty officers on ac- 
count of incompetency. As is customary 
hefore final action is taken, the current 
service records of the men affected were 
carefully examined and the examination 
disclosed the fact that the men had been 
regularly given exceptionally high marks 
both in “Proficiency in Rating” and in 
professional subjects. Frequently, the 
record shows an entry under “Rating best 
qualified to fill” as the rating from which 
the commanding officer recommends that 
the petty officer be disrated. The bureau 
announces that such inconsistencies should 
be apparent and in such cases they can 
give no consideration to the recommenda- 
tion for disrating. ‘ 

Commanding officers have been directed 
to observe carefully the instructions as 
p:ovided in Articles D-7501 and D-7502, 
Bureau of Navigation Manual, which 
reads as follows: E 

“D-7501. Marks for any period must be 
based solely upon the man’s behavior and 
ability during that time. Good or bad be- 
havior during the quarter or previous to it 
must not be allowed to influence the marks 
for seamanship, mechanical ability, ete. ; 
but insobriety, or other evidence of unre- 
liability, during the period under consid- 
eration shall effect the mark for profi- 
ciency in rating, as indicated below. 

“T)-7502. Proficiency in rating is the 
summation of the various elements that 
go to make up the service character of the 
petty officer or enlisted men. The mark 
for it is not the average of his other 
riarks, but it nevertheless depends upon 
them in so far as the particular rating re- 
quires one professional qualification more 
than another, and all ratings require re- 
liability. In determining marks, there- 


fore, it is to be borne in mind that the 
mark for proficiency in rating is intended 
to be sufficient by itself to denote a man’s 
ability and also his habits and character 
—in short, his value to the Service in his 
particular rating.”

ADMIRAL MOFFETT INSPECTS 
NAVY AIRPLANE CATAPULTS. 


The flagship of the Naval Air Squad- 
ron returned to Washington on July 17 
carrying Rear Admiral Wiiiiam A. Mof- 
fett, U.S.N., Chief of the Burean of Acro- 
nauties, who in three days completed a 
tour of inspection of the naval aviation 
activities centering around MHampton 
Roads and Chesapeake Bay. 

On July 15 Admiral Moffett lett the 
naval air stations at Anacostia, D.C., 
with Lieut. Comdr. BE. W. Spencer, U.S. 
N., in a F-5-L scouting plane and flew to 
Yorktown, Va.. where the battleship Mary- 
land is conducting exercises with the 2ata- 
pult for launching airplanes. Launching 
of planes from the deck of the Maryland 
was witnessed by a party of officers, 
among whom were the commander-in-chief 
of the Atlantice Fleet and the captains of 
the battleships. Admiral Mlilary Jones, 
U.S.N., was enthusiastic over the develop- 
ment of the catapult and the degree of 
perfection that has been attained in its 
operations. _ Admiral Moffett expressed 
great satisfaction at the progress that has 
been made in the development of this new 
system of launching airplanes from the - 
deck of a battleship. 

“The catapult is no longer in the ex- 
perimental stage,” said Admiral Moffett. 
“It is as practical and workable as is the 
torpedo tube used for launching torpedoes 
from the deck of a destroyer. Further- 
more, its development by the Navy is a 
boon to aeronautical activities in the com- 
mercial field. The day is not far distant 
when commercial planes will be shot into 
the air from the deck of fast mail ships 
when they are still many miles at sea. 
Urgent mail and passengers can be speed- 
ed into port by seaplane and in this way 
cut down the clapsed time of passage. 
This and many other possibilities are 
opened up by the successful development 
of the catapult, which illustrates the pio- 
neer work that is being done by the bu- 
reau of great benefit to industrial and 
commercial activities.” 

On July 19 the Navy Department an- 
nounced the perfection of a landing de-- 
vice whereby speeding planes are brought 
to stop on a wooden platform, 100x10 feet. 
The method of effecting a landing within 
the confined limits of the wooden plat- 
form is described as one of the most ex- 
pert performances that the flying art has 
achieved. The plane, sweeping low and 
traveling at the speed of the fastest ex- 
press train, is landed by the pilot close to 
the edge of the platform, whereupon a 
hook suspended from the bottom of the 
plane engages the transverse wires on the 
deck. The successive wires are picked up 
and the increasing amount of weight at- 
tached to the wires exerts a brake ¢ffect 
on the speed of the plane, which thereby 
is brought to rest within a distance meags- 
ured in feet.

ANTI-AIRCRAFT DEFENSE. 


The officers of.the Ist Anti-Aircraft Bat- 
telion of the C.A.C. have compiled a 
manual of “Anti-Aircraft Defense,” pub- 
lished by the Coast Artillery Journal, 
which should be in the hands of every offi- 
cer since the detailed, clear-cut explana- 
tions make it of great interest even to 
readers who are not especially concerned 
with aircraft defense. War in the air is 
a subject which may well interest every 
future combatant. 

The book is conveninetly arranged for 
use as a technical reference work and also 
as a drill manual. It includes a number 
of exceptionally useful tabulations of the 
duties of each individual member of the 
various gun crews, when the regular or- 
ders are given in action. There is also a 
wealth of photographs of both general and 
technical interest. 

The Manual devotes a chapter to the 
Separate Battalion of .Anti-Aircraft Ar- 
tillery, the gun battery, the A.A. ma- 
chine gun company, the searchlight bat- 
tery, battalion headquarters, regimental 
organization and closes by an_illustra- 
tion of a trial shot problem. Complete 
organization and drill tables are given for 
each organization listed. 

Points of special interest to the non- 
technical reader are the sections dealing 
with the means of aircraft identification, 
the use of the searchlight battery and the 
application of the trial shot problem.

NAVY READY TO SUPPLY 
PLANES FOR MAIL SERVICE. 


The Postoffice Department. has been ad- 
vised by the Navy Department Bureau of 
Aeronautics, of which Rear Admiral Wil- 
liam A. Moffett is the head, that the Navy 
is in a position to furnish 163 seaplanes 
and 240 naval pilots for the purpose of 
carrying mail, in the event that the pres- 
ent railroad strike results in the necessity 
for such action. The information was sub- 
nitted in response to an inquiry from the 
postal officials covering this subject. 

Plans have been worked out in the Bu- 
reau of Aeronautics for the operating of 
seaplanes as mail carriers along the entire 
coast line of the United States, in addi- 
tion to interior points which could be 
reached by seaplanes via the network of 
inland waterways. 

The Mississippi. valley with its tribu- 
taries would provide routs for seaplanes 
throughout the central and Middle West 
states, while the Atlantic and Pacific coast 
and the Gulf of Mexico for service be- 
tween the coast cities. 

It is estimated that with a total of 163 
seaplanes operating with an average flying 
time of three hours per day and making an 
average speed of ninety miles per hour, a 
mileage of over 44,000 ~— day could be 
maintained. This would net a total of 
over 1,000,000 miles per month. When 
the large carrying capacity of the seaplane 
is taken into consideration, it will be seen 
that the quantity of mail that could be 
carried by this method would be of t 
aid to the communication service of the 
country. 





NAVY AVIATORS RESCUE 
SHIP’S CREW AT SEA. 


The rescue of a crew of a burning ship 
by a Navy seaplane is reported to the 
Bureau of Aeronautics. It was effected 
ten miles at sea off San Diego, Calif., on 
the morning of July 6 when five men who 
comprised the crew of the S8.S. Nisshin 
were taken from the water by a seaplane. 

The Nishin was observed by Lieut. H. 
1. Stanley, U.S.N., who at the time was 
engaged in a practice flight in a combat 
airplane. When he saw the ship sud- 
denly engulfed in flames and the members 
of the crew leaping into the water Lieu- 
tenant Stanley headed for the air station 
to secure a seaplane to go to the assist- 
ance of the ship. When Lieut. Stanley 
arrived at the air station on North 
Island all of the available seaplanes were 
in the sheds, but within ten minutes 4 
large F-5-L scouting plane was launched 
and on her way to rescue the shipwrecked 
mariners. 

Lieut. R. L. Fuller, U.S.N., who was 
piloting the seaplane, experienced great 
difficulty in maneuvering to keep clear of 
the flaming vessel and at the same time 
reach the exhausted men clinging to bits 
of wreckage in the vicinity. Two of the 
men were so badly burned that they were 
almost unconscious. Members of the 
crew of the seaplane jumped overboard 
with lines and swam to the suffering men. 
The plane landed at North Island twenty 
minutes after its departure and the res 
cued members of the crew were immedi- 
ately placed in an ambulance.

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Rainbow for the Future 


T= convention of the Rainbow, or 
42d Infantry Division, held at 
Minneapolis the past week, an ac- 
count of which will be found on another 
page of this issue, took two steps which 
should be of considerable importance with 
respect to national defense. They unani- 
mously and with great enthusiasm passed 
a resolution petitioning the Speaker and 
Members of the House of Representatives 
of the United States of America to remove 
Daniel R. Anthony, jr., Republican, of 
Kansas; Thomas U. Sisson, Democrat, of 
Mississippi, and William H. Stafford, Re- 
publican, of Wisconsin, from the War De- 
partment sub-committee on appropria- 
tions, substitutng therefor members who 
are at least in sympathy with the carry- 
ing out of the Army Reorganization act 
of June 4, 1920. 

Realizing that the mere passage of a 
resolution is not sufficient always to pro- 
duce decisive action, they passed an addi- 
tional resolution that all copies of the 
petition for the removal of these two Re- 
publicans and one Democrat be sent to 
every Senator and every Representative 
of each of the twenty-six states represent- 
ed in the Rainbow Division, and that the 
chapters of the Rainbow Division Veter- 
ans’ Society in each of these twenty-six 
states be instructed to push this matter. 

The reason given in the resolution for 
this action is a simple one and one which 
no good American can fail to approve. If 
is simply that the veterans of the Rain- 
bow Division, which participated in most 
of the principal combats of the American 
Army during the recent war. know from 
their own experience that a failure to 
prepare in time of peace produces unnec- 
essary loss of life on the battlefield, un- 
necessary wounding of thousands of hu- 
man beings, unnecessary expenditure of 
money and the undue prolongation of the 
war, 

No Partisanship Involved 

No objection can be made to the reso- 
{ution from the point of view of partisan- 
ship, as two of the members whose re- 
moval is asked for are Republicans and 
one is a Democrat. No sectional preju- 
dice can be urged, as one comes from the 
South, one from the center of the coun- 
try and one from the North. 

There is no attempt to dictate te the 
House of Representatives with respect to 
their committees, because the petition 
merely asks that the members of the com- 
mittee be men who are on the whole in 
sympathy with the Army Reorganization 
act of June 4, 1920, this act having been 
passed by the Congress of the United 
States and made law by the signature of 
the President. 

No one can deny the right of any Con- 
eressman to attempt to change parts of 
the amended National Defense act with 
which he does not agree. The proper 
method to bring about any such change, 
however, is by proposing amendments in 
the usual manner. No Congressman has 
any right to attempt to cripple the carry- 
ing out of & law by reducing the appro- 
priations to such an extent that the law 
cannot possibly be complied with in its 
fundamentals. Each Congressman has 
the right to fight to get appropriations 
for the carrying out of any particular law 
reduced to the minimum consistent with 
the enforcement of this law. Anthony, 
Sisson and Stafford apparently are not 
content with reducing the appropriations 
for the carrying out of the Army Reor- 
ganization act to a minimum. Their ac- 
tions would lead any sane individual to 


believe that their intentions were to cut 
the appropriations to such an extent to 
Prevent the carrying out of this law or, 
in other words, to cripple it. 

The Rainbow resolution further brings 
out the fact that in attacking this Reor- 
ganization act these three Congressmen 


are attacking the first military policy the 
United States has ever had in time of 
peace. 

This act of the Rainbow Division veter- 
ans is extremely encouraging, because it 
shows that the time is coming when each 
Congressman will be held just as respon- 
sible for acts of his having to do with 
national defense as he is when he votes 
on some tariff schedule in a manner con- 
trary to the selfish interests of his con- 
stituents. 

In other words, it is a sign of the grow- 
ing consciousness that Congressmen must 
study and consider national interests 
which affect the whole of the nation as 
carefully as they now study and consider 
the personal interests of the individual 
on whose vote they must rely to enter or 
remain in Congress, 


Change Needed in Navy 
Selection System 


HE recently announced selections 

I of naval officers for promotion 

calls attention to the need for 
some revision of the selective system of 
promotion in the Navy. Last year the 
department asked for suggested changes 
from a large number of officers whose 
opinions are now on file available for 
analysis. Undoubtedly it was a wise de- 
cision to postpone agitation of the ques- 
tion during the period when such mat- 
ters as great reductions in the Navy and 
revision of Service pay were under con- 
sideration by Congress. On the other 
hand, changes in the system of selection 
should not be deferred too long. The 
present system is not as satisfactory as 
it should be and is a constant drag upon 
the morale of the officer body. 

A large number of officers do not be- 
lieve in promotion by selection. They 
maintain that however desirable theoret- 
ically, in practice it fails to accomplish 
ite principal object of rapid advancement 
of the best officers, and that any benefits 
of the system are more than balanced by 


its detrimental influence upon Service 
morale. 
Influence on Morale 
While Congress was considering the 


passage of the Selection law no less an 
advocate of selection than Admiral Sims 
pointed out that the consensus of Service 
opinion was against such a system; that 
it was human nature to oppose giving up 
practically certain promotion for uncer- 
tain promotion; but that the good of the 
Navy required that selective promotion 
be imposed upon it. This inherent fea- 
ture of unpopularity constitutes a perma- 
nent tendency to impair morale, which is 
undoubtedly the greatest objection to the 
system. If the system is to be a benefit 
to the Navy it must include sufficient safe- 
guards to morale. 

The new pay schedules, which are based 
principally upon length of service instead 
of rank, are a help in the direction of 
preserving morale in spite of selection. 
This is the only new element introduced 
into the question since the passage of the 
original Selection law. That law pro- 
vided for age-in-grade retirement, but 
contained virtually no other important 
morale safeguard. Even this provision is 
denied the Staff Corps at present. It ap- 
pears highly important to their morale 
that the age-in-grade benefit bo extended 
to the Staff. 


Would Combine Systems 


Many officers believe that if the selee- 
tion system is to be continued it should 
be combined with promotion by seniority ; 
a certain proportion of the vacancies be; 
ing filled by selection and the remainder 
by seniority. Other officers would com- 
bine with this the feature of sclecting 
“out” a few also. 

There are numerous advocates of the 


decision as to the selections to each grade 
being left to a vote by the officers already 
in that grade. In this way it is held that 
greater justice and more intimate knowl- 
edge of the individual candidates will be 
assured. Other officers contend that all 
promotions from . captain to admiral 
should be by seniority only, on the as- 
sumption that selection in lower grades 
guarantees sufficient merit among the cap- 
tains, and that the tendency towards syco- 
phancy which a system of scvlection en- 
tails should be excluded from a rank so 
high as that of captain. 

An undoubted defect in the present sys- 
tem is the consideration by line officers, 
without the collaboration of Medical offi- 
cers, of the physical records of candidates 
for promotion. Line officers are neces- 
sarily incompetent to interpret medical 
records written by doctors for interpreta- 
tion by doctors. The judgment of line 
officers upon such questions is obviously 
subject to a large factor of error. 

The whole question of promotion by 
selection in the Navy needs reconsidera- 
tion in the light of the experience that 
has been had with it. The morale of the 
Service has suffered some hard blows re- 
cently in other ways, and those pertain- 
ing to selection should be minimized, as 
far as can be done. 





Additional Proof of Interest in 
Military Affairs 


N spite of the deceitful campaign car- 
I ried on by various pacifist societies, 

in spite of the false impression cre- 
ated in many quarters that the Washing- 
ton Arms Conference removed all danger 
of war, in spite of the fight, only too suc- 
cessful in many particulars, carried on 
in Congress to cut our Army and Navy 
far below what the necessities of national 
defense demand. the evidence accumulates 
day by day that interest in military af- 
fairs is far from being dead in this coun- 


try. 

The press of the country has contained 
for the past month numerous accounts of 
the fight in Congress to prevent proper 
appropriations being made for the vari- 
ous military camps to be held this sum- 
mer. A great to-do has been made over 
the fact that practically all of these ap- 
propriations- were reduced, with the con- 
sequence that many who had hoped to go 
would be disappointed. 

As far as the Citizens’ Military Train- 
ing Camps are concerned, Congress ap- 
propriated only money enough to send 
27,000 young men to camp for a month. 
Last year Congress appropriated only 
enough to send 10,000 to camp, with the 
result so many thousands of young men 
who wanted to go were disappointed that 
instructions were issued this year to re- 
cruiting officers to be careful not to en- 
courage the making of more applications 
than there would be places in camp. 

In spite of the efforts of recruiting offi- 
cers for these camps to keep applications 
within bounds, in spite of the fact that 
one-third of last year’s applications were 
boys from 16 to 17 years of age, who this 
year are not eligible, recruiting officer 
are being swamped with applications. 
Though the camps are still two weeks off, 
the indications are that more than 50,000 
young men will have taken the trouble to 
have made real applications. This is in 
excess of the number who actually ap- 
plied last year. 

There can be no doubt that the tenta- 
tive plan for securing 50,000 for the 
camps in 1923, 75,000 in 1924, and 100,- 
@00 each year from then on, can be read- 
ily earried out, insofar as the desire of 
the young men of this country to receive 
military training is concerned 

It is interesting to know that Canada 
is following the same system, and that 
this year she will train 10,000. 

In some quarters it was feared that the 
Citizens’ Military Training Camps might 
tend to prevent young men from going 
into the National Guard. The steady in- 
crease, however. in the size of the Na- 
tional Guard in all parts of the Union 
disproves this fear, and is one more fact 
which disproves the statement of those 
who maintain there is no interest in mili- 
tary affairs in this country. 


General Debeney and Get- 
Rich-Quick Schemes 
of Warfare 


HE Army AND Navy JourRNAL has 

always maintained that there is no 

get-rich-quick scheme for making 
war. It has maintained, and will main- 
tain, that history shows that new inven- 
tions only add to the complexity of war, 
and never tend to simplify it or to elimi- 
nate any particular class. When a new 
weapon is invented, if it belongs to a 
elass already in existence. it merely se- 
places an older type of the same class, 
In this case it adds to the complexity be- 
cause more powerful in using more mate- 
rial than was the case with the older 
weapon. 

The substitution of the breech-loading 
rifle for the Infantry soldier in place of 
the old muzzle-loading musket is a good 
example of this. The breech-loader has 
more parts, is more difficult to make, and 
uses a great deal more ammunition in the 
same length of time. This not only means 
that more ammunition has to be made, 
but that a great many more means of get- 
ting it to the soldier on the firing line 
“_ to be provided than was the case be- 
ore. 

The substitution of the rapid-fire field 
gun with a non-recoil lower carriage for 
the old muzzle-loader, of which the car- 
riage as well as the gun recoil after every 
shot, is another example of the same thing. 
The field gun is more complicated, has 
more parts, is more difficult to make, and 
uses a great deal more ammunition. It 
also uses a great many more kinds of am- 
munition. Therefore its supply is a much 
more complicated problem, necessitating 
the use of a great deal more material than 
was ever the case with the smooth bore. 

The Army AND Navy JouRNAL believes 
in the highest development and the most 
constant development of aviation. It be- 
lieves that it is being sadly neglected in 
this country at the present time. It does 
not believe that airplanes or an air ser- 
vice can be substituted for a land army 
or for a sea army, commonly called the 
navy. It believes that service ships on 
the sea and foot and horse soldiers sup- 
ported by guns of every description on 
land will continue to fight each other, but 
their actions will be profoundly influ- 
enced, perhaps even decisively, by the 
armies of the air, which undoubtedly will 
exist in steadily increasing numbers in 
future wars. . 

No one can question the right of Gen- 
eral Debeney, who commanded the Ist 
French Army during the recent war, and 
who is now President of the “French 
Highest War .School,” who speaks with 
authority on the question of the influence 
of new weapons upon modern war. 

In a most interesting article, “Modern 
War a War of Machines,” General Debe- 
ney shows conclusively that while ma- 
chinery has altered war, while it has re- 
sulted in a redistribution of personnel, it 
more than ever demands the maximum ef- 
fort of the entire manhood of a nation, 
and more than ever requires the highest 
courage and intelligence on the part of 
man himself as man still remains superior 
to his machines. He shows clearly that 
the censtant thought of many that ma- 
chinery furnishes a get-rich-quick scheme 
of making war is a hopeless fallacy. 


Congressman-Colonel J. May- 
hew Wainright 


OTH the Army and Navy are to be 

congratulated upon the fact that 

Col. J. Mayhew Wainwright, at 
present Assistant Secretary of War, has 
been elected to Congress from New York. 
Above all, the busiiiess man of the country 
who manufactures anything needed by the 
armed forces in time of war igs to be con- 
gratulated on having a man of Colonel 
Wainwright’s understanding of industrial 
mobilization added to the small group of 
Congressmen who really understand this 
most important subject. 

During his term as Assistant Secretary 
of War. Colonel Wainwright has been 
quietly pushing the work of industrial 
preparedness. Unfortunately, he has been 
hampered by lack of sufficient personnel 
and lack of sufficient funds. 

His policy of working with the indus- 
tries of the country and of getting them 
to propose the best means of producing 
what the Army will need can never pro- 
voke the hostility of the business weeld 
and should only bring its confidence and 
help. 
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NATIONAL GUARD REGULATIONS FOR 


1922 CHANGED. 

In Circular Letter No. 58, dated July 
15, 1922, the Secretary of War has di- 
rected that the following changes be made 
in the 1922 National Guard Regulations. 

Paragraphs 159, 208, 212(b), 217, 218, 
219 and 260 will be eliminated from the 
regulations and Paragraphs 157(d), 160, 
165, 207, 209, 211, 212(a), 213, 215, 216, 
221, 253 and 290 have been changed to 
read as follows as announced by Major 
Gen. George C. Rickards, Chief of the 
Militia Bureau: 

157(d). An imspection by a Regular Army 
officer is required prior to Federal recognition. 
When a state is ready to have an organiza- 
tion that has been authorized by the War De- 
partment inspected, report will be made to 
the corps area commander, and the corps area 
commander will cause the inspection to be 
made. The inspector will verify the mem- 
bers from the enlistment papers (Form 22-1, 
A.G.O.), and see that all the men presented 
have been properly examined physically (Form 
135-1, A.G.O.), properly enlisted, and that 
their general appearance is satisfactory. He 
will verify in the case of each officer whether 
he has been duly appointed and the date he 
has taken and subscribed to the oath of office, 
or date of Federal recognition if such has 
been extended. He will make such inquiry 
and examination of the officers as will enable 
him to report upon their qualifications and 
suitability for the grade in which es 4 have 
been commissioned, and will report his con- 
clusions on each officer under head of **Re- 
marks,’ on Form 113, M.B He will base 
his recommendation as to recognition upon 
compliance by the organization with the con- 
ditions set forth above. Should the result of 
his inspection justify Federal recognition, the 
inspector will, upon its conclusion, administer 
the dual oath, unless there is conclusive proof 
that the enlistment oath has been adminis- 
tered by a National Guard officer who has 
been extended Federal recognition by the Sec- 
retary of War, or by a state military officer 
whe hee not yet received Federal recognition, 
but who, under the statutes of the particular 
state, is authorized to administer oaths. Upon 
completion of the inspection the inspecting 
officer will mail his report (Form 113, M.B.), 
with a complete roster of the company (Form 
104, M.B.) and his recommendations, to the 
corps area commander for transmission to the 
Militia Bureau. ; . 

On Form 113, M.B., under the heading ‘‘Re- 
marks,’’ information concerning the adminis- 
tration of the dual oath should be set forth 
fully. The name or names of the National 
Gvard officer or officers administering the 
oaths will be stated. 

160. The most common errors noted at Fed- 
eral inspections for recognition are the fol- 
lowing: (a) Presentation of a company not 
properly organized, sometimes lacking required 
officers, non-commissioned officers, etc.; (b) 
neming of officers not qualified by law (see 
Sec. 74, National Defense act); (¢) the enlist- 
ment of boys under eighteen years of age; 
(d) the enlistment of men over ferty-five (ex- 
cept re-enlistment); (e) lack of record of 
physical qualification of personnel. : 

165. There is, however, no objections to 
any officer, who cannot be recognized immedi- 
ately, making application for Federal recog- 
nition at any time, with the understanding 
that formal recognition will be deferred until 
his corresponding unit has qualified and has 
been accepted. 

207. No person hereafter commissioned as 
an officer of the National Guard shall be Fed- 
erally recognized as such unless he first shall 
have successfully passed the tests as to his 
physical, moral and professional fitness which 
the President shall prescribe. The examina- 
tion to determine such qualifications for com- 
mission shall be conducted by a board of three 
commissioned officers appointed by the Sec- 
retary of War from the Regular Army or the 
National Guard, or both. 

209. Persons hereafter commissioned as 
officers in the National Guard, shall not be 
recognized as such under any of the pro- 
visions of the National Defense act unless 
they shall have been selected from the fol- 
lowing classes and shall have taken and sub- 
scribed to the oath of office prescribed in the 
National Defense act: Officers or enlisted men 
of the National Guard, officers, active or re- 
tired, Reserve officers, and former officers of 
the U.S. Army, Navy or Marine Corps; en- 
listed men and former enlisted men of the 
Army, Navy or Marine Corps who have re- 
ceived an honorable discharge therefrom; 
graduates of the U.S. Military and Naval 
Academies, and graduates of schools, colleges, 
universities, and officers’ training camps, 
where they have received military instruction 
under the supervision of officers of the Regu- 
lar Army who certified their fitness for ap- 
pointment as comnfissioned officers; and for 
the technical branches or staff corps and de- 
partments such other civilians as may be spe- 
cislly qualified for duty therein. 

211. A board of three general officers, con- 
sisting of general officers of the Regular Army 
or the National Guard, or both, will be ap- 
pointed by the Secretary of War for the pur- 
pose of conducting the examination prescribed 
in Section 75 of the National Defense act 
and making recommendations relative to the 
Federal recognition of general officers of the 
National Guard, except in the case of a state 
adjutant general, who is an applicant for Fed- 
eral recognition as a brigadier general, Adju- 
tant General's Department, state staff corps 
and departments, National Guard, who will be 
examined in accordance with the provisions of 
Paragraph 213 of these Regulations. 

212(a). Prior to the Federal recognition of 
® general officer of the National Guard, the 
record of his qualifications for the commis- 
sion with the recommendation of the corps 
area commander thereon, will be transmitted 
to the Chief, Militia Bureau, who will forward 
the complete record to the board of general 
officers, together with his recommendation 
thereon. 

213. When «

Personal history on Form 108, M.B., unless 
this record on revised form (edition Jan. 16, 
1922), has been previously transmitted to the 
Militia Bureau. 

Physical examination on Form 95, M.B.,

(a) record of such examination made within 
six months from date of application is filed 
in the Militia Bureau, or 

(b) is being prepared for transmission 
with the record of the examining board in 
the case. 

Examination required by Section 75, Na- 
tional Defense act, may be conducted at any 
time. A candidate for Federal recognition 
may be ordered by the adjutant general of the 
state to appear for examination either before 
or after date of appointment. The examina- 
tion will be conducted by a board, appointed 
by the corps area commander in co-operation 
with the state authorities. (For boards for 
the examination of general officers, see Para- 
graph 211.) Except for the examination of 
officers of the Medical Corps, an examining

216. hen the proeeedings of an examin- 
ing board have been approved by the Secre- 
tary of War, the governor of the state con- 
cerned will be informed as to whether the 
candidate has passed the examination success- 
fully and as to the de and branch for 
which qualified. Successful completion of this 
examination will qualify the candidate for 
Federal récognition at any time within two 
years from the date of the completion of the 
examination, subject to proper compliance 
with he provisions of Paragraph 213, National 
Guard Regulations, 1922. Except in case of 
Federally recognized officers, transferred in- 
dividually or as a part of an organization 
from one branch of the Service to another for 
the convenience of the Government, persons 
who have been found qualified for one grade 
and branch will not be entitled to the benefits 
of the National Defense act in any other grade 
or branch unless examined and found quali- 
fied therefor. 

221. No candidate will be ordered before an 
examining board, who is not an applicant for 
a position included in the definite allotment to 
the state; who is not a citizen of the United 
States or has not declared his intention to be- 
come such; whe has any mental yn & 
whose moral fitness has not been clearly estab- 
lished; who is less than twenty-one years of 
age or more than sixty-two, or who, being 
designated for commission, other than by pro- 
motion, as second lieutenant, shall be more 
than thirty-two; as first lieutenant, more than 
thirty-six, as captain, more than forty; as 
major, more than forty-five; as lieutenant colo- 
nel, more than fifty; as colonel, more than 
fifty-five, or as a general officer more than 
sixty-two years old. 

Candidates designated for commission, other 
than by promotion, in the Air Service shall be, 
as second lieutenant not more than twenty- 
nine; as first lieutenant not more than thirty- 
two, as captain not more than thirty-seven; 
as major not more than forty-two; as lieuten- 
ant colonel not more than forty-three, and as 
colonel not more than forty-seven. 

253. When it becomes necessary to deter- 
mine the qualifications of an officer for origins] 
appointment or for promotion, each of the 
following named officers will submit a con- 
fidential report to the president of the ex- 
amining board: 

(a) Immediate commanding officer. 

(b) Superior commanders in the tactical 
chain of command who can give positive in- 
formation. 

(c) Officers of the Regular Army on duty 
with the organization to which the officer is 
assigned or is to be assigned. 

This confidential report will be based on 
observation, or on demonstrated fitness, or 
both, and will include: (1) A succinct state- 
ment of the officer’s qualifications in the 
grade and branch for which he is about to be 
exemined, and (2) a statement showing in 
which subject of those prescribed, as applica- 
ble to the candidate, he is considered qualified 
without further examination. 

From these reports, which will become a 
part of the record, and from other informa- 
tion obtainable, the board will determine in 
which of the professional subjects, if any, 
the candidate is considered proficient without 
further examination, and will notify the can- 
didate, in advance of his wot, before 
the board, on what subjects, if any, he is to 
be examined. 

If tho decision of the board is that the 
professional examination should not be held, 
the officer concerned will be notified to pre- 
sent himself to the nearest available medical 
officer for a physical examination. The re- 
pest of the medical officer will be forwarded 
y him direct to the president of the examin- 
ing board. 

If the decision of the board is that the 
candidate should be professionally examined, 
the board will proceed with the examination 
a3 prescribed in this article. 

290. For the examination of candidates to 
he officers of the Medical Department (includ- 
ing dental surgeons, veterinarians and assis- 
tent veterinarians, and officers of the Medi- 
cal Administrative Corps), boards will be ap- 
posated as provided in P. ph 213 of these

For the examination of candidates to be 
officers in the Medical Administrative Corps, 
to consist of three officers of the Medical 
Corps; if this is not practicable, then to con- 
sist of two officers of the Medical Corps and 
one officer of the Medical Administrative 
Corps. 


NATIONAL GUARD RECOGNIZED AS 
AN ARMY COMPONENT. 

The Comptroller General has recognized 
the National Guard as one of the compo- 
nents of the Army of the United States. 
He did this in a decision interpreting the 
Lend Grant act and has stated that the 
National Guard as well as the Regular 
Army is entitled to the reduced rates on 
land grant railways. 

In the course of his opinion the Comp- 
troller declared that “the act of June 4, 
1920, created the Army of the United 
States which consisted of the Regular 
Army, the National Guard while in the 
service of the United States, and the Or- 
gunized Reserves, including the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps and the Enlisted Reserve 
Cerps. The Comptroller General holds 
that members of the National Guard, as 
provided by this act. are troops of the 
United States and come within the mean- 
ing of the land grant acts and are subject 
to the provisions of said acts relative to 
the transportation of troops and property 
belonging to the United States. In accord- 
ance with Section 38 of this act, the men 
ef the National Guard are enlisted as 
— of the United States, subject to 
call.” 
In the case of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Railroad Company vs the United 
States, the Supreme Court of the United 
States handed down a decision on April 
10, 1922, which reads, in part, as follows: 

“The military forcec of the United 
States is, and always has been, a unit, 
although divided for purposes of adminis- 
tration into several branches; and there 
is nothing in the land grant acts to indi- 
cate an intention on the part of Congress 
to differentiate between the several 
branches in respect to transportation 
charges. We are of opinion that the term 
‘troops’ is not confined to land forces, but 
that it includes men and officers in every 
branch.” 

Under this decision, the term “troops” 
includes the entire military force of the 
United States without regard to the 
branch of the Service with which con- 
nected or the particular duty in which en- 
gaged. The men of the National Guard 
being enlisted in accordance with Section 
38 of the act of June 4, 1920, supra, being 
a part of the United States military forces 
must be considered so when payment is 
involved of any moneys of the United 
States relative to them. 

Charges for the transportation of mem- 
bers of the National Guard, as required 
by the United States, and payable from 
ar appropriation of Government funds, 
are subject to the deductions authorized 
by the land grant acts, on account of 
transportation of troops of the United 
States. 

The Militia Bureau desires to impress 
upon all National Guardsmen that it is of 
vital importance that when they are 
traveling to and from a regular author- 
ized encampment, four-day school, maneu- 
ver, or any other exercise prescribed by 
the Secretary of War, that they travel on 
transportation reqyest in order that the 
Government may secure the benefit of the 
— grant reduction which is authorized 
~ law. 


MILITIA CHIEF IS FORCED TO ABANDON 
INSPECTION. 


Owing to the great pressure of work 
connected with the allotment of funds ap- 
propriated for the National Guard and 
the administration of the new laws passed 
by Congress, just before the recess of the 
House, Major Gen. George C. Rickards, 
Chief of the Militia Bureau, has aban- 
doned his plans for an extended trip of 
inspection of the National Guard during 
this summer’s camps. General Rickards 
had planned to visit all of the larger 
eamps which would probably have taken 
him into every state of the Union this 
summer. ‘There are a great many things 
which cannot be handled by correspon- 
dence which General Rickards wished to 
take up with the National Guard officers, 
and it was with no little regret that he 
decided not to make the trip. 

“T find,” said General Rickards, “ow- 
ing to the delay in the passage of the ap- 
propriation bill, that there are important 
matters coming up into tue bureau every 
day which require action. We have vir- 
tually been compelled to revise all of our 
plans for the camps since the appropria- 
tion bill wag approved on June 30. This 





has made it necessary to improvise a great 
many things in connection with the sum- 
mer’s activities of the National Guard. I 
found that I simply could not attend to 
these and at the same time be in the field 
with the members of the Guard. 

“lL want to say in this connection that 
as a whole the state authorities are dis- 
playing a splendid spirit of co-operation 
and have helped me in a hundred ways in 
reducing the cost of conducting the camps 
this summer. The spirit of the Guard is 
a splendid example to the entire country. 
It is laboring under the handicap of in- 
sufficient funds and a general disturbed 
condition of the country. The big in- 
crease in enlistments shows that the Na- 
tional Guard is still popular and with the 
proper support from Congress it can be 
developed up to the full requirements of 
the National Defense act as amended 
June 4, 1920.” 


BUILDING UP POOR UNITS OF NATIONAL 
GUARD. 


Major Gen. George C. Rickards, Chief 
of the Militia Bureau of the War Depart- 
ment, has made public a special report of 
an officer of the Regular Army. detailed 
as an instructor in the National Guard of 
a state that needed quite a number of its 
units built up to the required standard. 

The officer in question made his report 
to The Adjutant General of the state for 
the benest of the force and he expresses 
his opinion as to how difficulties which be- 
set many organizations may be overcome. 

While some of the suggestions made are 
not new, and have been previously tried in 
a number of states with great success, 
they will undoubtedly be of value to some 
new organizations or units which may be 
facing grave difficulties in the way of 
building up. 

The Regular 
said in part: 

“It is thought the main causes prevent- 
ing success of the National Guard are as 
follows: 

“The difficulty of securing permanently 
officers of efficiency; officers willing to de- 
vote the earnest effort and make the neces- 
sary sacrifices essential to the success of 
the Guard. 

“Enlisted personnel: Difficulty of keep- 
ing up interest; practice of organizing 
units in towns too small to maintain per- 
sonnel reasonably near armories, thus 
necessitating resort to country or outly- 
ing membership who can attend drills only 
under great difficulties; the pronounced 
failure in maintaining units in the very 
large cities with their many diverting in- 
fluences and amusements; the lack of 
community interest. especially in the 
larger cities; the lack of comfortable and 
attractive armory housing; the opposition 
of a certain class of employers; apathy 
and indifference generally concerning the 
Guard; poor, spasmodic and unsatisfac- 
tory recruiting methods; tendency to end 
company and organization efforts with 
perfunctory drill; failure to institute cur- 
rent features of entertainment—amuse- 
ment-rand other attractions in the organ- 
izations at the armories; failure to make 
the organizations conspicuous, desirable 
and fixed community features; failure to 
emphasize the importance of Guard to the 
state and nation and to ‘sell it’ to the 
community ; unemployment; constant 
change of residence; reaction that follows 
war.” 

In his recommendations the officer says: 

“That organizations be established in 
communities that are free from the diffi- 
culties of the very large city and the very 
small town, as cited above. A careful in- 
vestigation of recruits covering matters 
of permanent employment; home and other 
‘ties’ that bind them to the community, 
and all matters that make for permanent 
residence. Recruiting agents to solicit 
co-operation of business men in communi- 
ties in securing permanent employment 
for desirable men.” 

He advocates that the necessity for the 
existence of the Guard and its value to 
the Government and the state in time of 
disaster, disorder or war be explained to 
employers and the community at large, 
and the use of newspapers and other pub- 
lications should be used to circulate the 
facts. 

Local support is urged to secure attrac- 
tive armories, and efforts to obtain for- 
mer soldiers in the Guard are urged, and 
it is also urged that drills be made attrac- 
tive.

Letters to Col. John Stewart, Wash- 
jngton, D.C., who is acting secretary of 
the organization committee of the Reserve 
Officers’ Association, indicate that there 
is a widespread interest in the approach- 
ing national convention which will be held 
in September. Most of the Organized Re- 
serve divisions have been heard from and 
there is not much doubt now that a rep- 
resentative body of Reserve officers will 
assemble in Washington in September. 

In a number of instances where no or- 
ganization exists the letters to Colonel 
Stewart announce that steps will be taken 
in this direction. Major General Harries, 
president of the Illinois Reserve Associa- 
tion. has enthusiastically endorsed the ef- 
forts of the organization committee and 
announces that his association will send 
delegates. From Oklahoma, Brig. Gen. 
Roy Hoffman of the 85th Division sends 
assurances that the Reserve officers of that 
section will be represented. The other 
day at Camp Meade the officers of the 79th 
Division took steps to organize an asso- 
ciation and expect to be represented. 
West Virginia, according to several let- 
ters that have been received by Colonel 
Stewart, has a strong and enthusiastic 
organization and will go to Washington 
with the full quota of delegates. 


Naval Militia 
NEW YORE. 


Seven hundred and fifty men of the Na- 
val Militia of New York, who are like- 
wise members of the Naval Reserve, em- 
barked on a fifteen-day cruise on the U.S. 


S. Illinois, Eagles No. 54 and No. 59 on 
July 15. This detachment was made up 
of men from the three naval battalions of 
the state and included in their number 
thirty Marines under command of Capt. 
James F. Rorke. After spending a day in 
adjusting compasses and other work, the 
squadron sailed for Lynnhaven Roads, Va.. 
where they will be joined by Eagle No. 9 
from Norfolk, Va. The squadron was com- 
manded by Capt. E. T. Fitzgerald, the 
lilinois by Capt. W. B. Waite, Eagle No. 
54 by Lieut. Comdr. R. H. Ntxsen, Eagle 
No. 59 by Lieut. J. M. Young and Hagle 
No. 9 by Lieut. Comdr. G. C. Scott. 

Commodore R.. P. Forshew, command- 
ing the Naval Militia, is making plans to 
have at least two other cruises for the in- 
struction of other members of the Naval 
Militia of this state. 

Rev. Francis L. Humphreys, LL.D., of 
the Diocese of New York, has been com- 
missioned as chaplain with the rank of 
licutenant commander on the staff of Com- 
modore Forshew. Dr. Humphreys has 
served one enlistment as a private in the 
National Guard of New York; was chap- 
lain of the New Jersey Naval Militia for 
seven years; has been chaplain at West 
Point and chaplain of the Veteran Corps 
of Artillery. He is a member of many pa- 
triotie societies and clubs of New York 
city. 

Comdr. Arthur I. Perry, executive offi- 
cer, 2d Battalion of Naval Militia of New 
York, has resigned after a service of over 
twenty-five years, much to the regret of 
the battalion. He was a charter member 
of the 2d Battalion when that organiza- 
tion was formed, June 14, 1897. He served 
in the Spanish-American War and com- 
manded the patrol forces around New 
York Harbor during the World War. 

Commander Perry recently lost his son 
end he felt it necessary to be relieved 
from active duty and to be placed on the 
reserve list. During the World War Com- 
mander Perry had full charge of guarding 
the Manhattan and Brooklyn bridges. 
Later he was assigned to command the 
forces which, for more than two years, 
constantly patroled the waters around 
New York Harbor. His flagship was the 
U.S.S. Gloucester. 





Naval Reserve Force 


UNIFORM GRATUITY OF NAVAL RESERVE 
OFFICERS TRANSFERRED TO NAVY. 


In 1916 Congress, in creating the Naval 
Reserve Force, provided that any officer 
severing his connection with the Service 
Without compulsion on the part of the 
Government during the term of enroll- 
ment should refund to the Government 
the uniform gratuity of $150 paid him at 
the time of enrollment. 

During the war a number of Reservists 
were transferred to the Regular Navy by 
appointments, either temporary or perma- 
hent, and in all cases were required by 
rulings of the Comptroller of the Trasury 
to refund the uniform gratuity previously 
paid them. Several cases were brought 
by Messrs. King & King into the Court 
of Claims involving this question afid the 
decision of the court was that a transfer 
from the Naval Reserve Force to the Reg- 


ular Navy was in no proper sense of the 
term a severance of connection with the 
Service, and that a Reserve officer was 
entitled to retain the uniform gratuity 
previously paid him. ‘This was very much 
strengthened by the enactment by Con- 
gress in 1918 of a provision saving officers 
appointed for temporary service in the 
Navy from such checkage. In November, 
1920. a case brought by Messrs. King & 
King in the Court of Claims was decided 
in favor of the officer, followed by an- 
other decision in 1921. 

Later the Comptfoller of the Treasury, 
and still later his successor, the Comp- 
troller General, were urged to follow the 
decision of the Court of Claims, but with- 
out success. 

A number of cases were then brought 
into the Court of Claims by Messrs. King 
& King and a vain attempt was made by 
attorneys representing the Government to 
draw a distinction between a case where 
the officer sent in a resignation of his en- 
rollment in the Naval Reserve Force pre- 
liminary to accepting appointment in the 
Regular Navy and a case where no such 
resignation was sent in. The court has 
recently decided that the sending in of a 
resignation made no difference, that the 
officer resigned merely as a formal pre- 
liminary to his transfer to the Regular 
Navy and with’no intention on the part 
of either the officer or the Navy Depart- 
ment that he should sever his connection 
with the Service. The court gave judg- 
ment for the amount of the uniform gra- 
tuity, $150. 

It is hoped that this decision will set at 
rest the question and that the General 
Accounting Office will now follow the de- 
cision of the Court of Claims. 


C. M. T.C. 


TRAINING CAMPS SWAMPED BY FLOOD 
OF APPLICATIONS. 


Reports from the nine Army corps areas 
show that application for admission to 
the summer civilian military training 
cemps have swamped officials. 

Indications are that more than 50,000 
ycung men will seek admission to the 
camps this year. Of these only 27,000 
can be accepted under appropriations 
nade available by Congress. The War 
Department faces the necessity of sifting 
out the applicants in order that the most 
promising material may get the benefit of 
the curtailed training funds. 

Marly reports this month showed a to- 
tal of more than 35,000 applications al- 
ready in. The 4th Corps Area led with 
5.365 applications received. Because of 
the great interest manifested in the South- 
ern States, permission for an additional 
400 men to be taken into the camps in 
that section has been granted. 

In the 7th Corps Area, the Middle West- 
ern section, 4,028 applications were on 
file early in July, against the 3,000 limit 
to be taken into the camps. In the 9th 
Corps, the Far West, 3,400 had applied a 
month before the first camp opened. 

The possible scope of the civilian mili- 
tary training camp movement as shown 
hy this publie interest is being considered 
by the War Department with a view to 
some future rearrangements to give the 
enmps even closer connection with the Re- 
serve Army machinery.

National Guard and Militia. 


National Guardsman asks: “(1) What 
is the difference, if any, between the Mili- 
tia and the National Guard? (2) What 
power do the state authorities have over 
the National Guard after it is mustered 
into Federal Service? (3) Can a Na- 
tional Guardsman, not in Federal Service, 
be legally tried by a summary court-mar- 
tial, who is a National Guard officer?” 

Answer: (1) The act of June 3, 1916, 
defined the Militia as consisting “of all 
able-bodied male citizens of the United 
States and all able-bodied males who have, 
or shall have declared their intention to 
become citizens of the United States—and 
except as hereinafter provided, not more 
then forty-five years of age, and said 
Militia shall be divided into three classes 
the National Guard, the Naval Militie 
and the Unorganized Militia.” In othe: 
words, all men, capable of bearing arms 


who are or have declared their intention , 





of becoming citizens of the United States, 
belong to the Militia, unless they are 
members of certain classes, specifically ex- 
empted from service in the Militia by law, 
such as mail employees, customs house 
clerks, ete. The National Guard, however, 
consists of “the regularly enlisted Militia 
between the ages of eighteen and forty- 
five years, organized, armed and equipped” 
as provided by law. (2) None—after 
entering Federal service, the National 
Guard becomes a part of the Regular 
Army. (3) Yes, a National Guardsman is 
a soldier, and as such is liable to trial and 
punishment under military law. This in- 
cludes arraignment before general, special 
and summary courts-martial, made up of 
National Guard officers. 


‘*Tin Schools,’’ 


Student inquires: “I have heard refer- 
ences made to ‘tin schools’ by officers of 
the Army. Do they mean to reflect upon 
the work done by the R.O.T.C. in the 
various colleges?” 

Answer: Certainly not. The term, “tin 
school” is one which is creeping into Army 
slang, due to its frequent use by graduates 
cof the Military Academy. At West Point, 
it is used by the cadets to denominate all 
preparatory schools which specialize in 
military training. It is not used in a 
derogatory sense, but is applied to some 
of the best military schools in the country, 
being often used in connection with such 
excellent preparatory institutions as Cul- 
ver and Virginia Military Institute. 


Victory Medal. 


Reservist writes: “Is it proper for me 
to wear my Victory Medal on my uni- 
form?” 

Answer: No, wear the Victory ribbon 
instead. The Medal is to be worn only 
on the full dress uniform, which is no 
longer authorized. 


The Post Exchange. 


First Encampment asks: ‘Who gets all 
the profits made by the post exchange? 
And why can a soldier be permitted to 
work there, when he isn’t allowed to hold 
a job outside?” 

Answer: The post exchange is simply a 





co-operative store, which is run by the 
Army for the benefit of its ewn personnel. 
Therefore it utilizes soldier labor. The 
profits are carefully checked up and ad- 
ninistered by a council of officers. 

are spent for the benefit of the enlisted 
men, generally being divided among the 
messes for the purchase of extras not is 
sued with the Army ration.

PAY OF RESERVE AND NG. 
OFFICERS ON ACTIVE DUTY. 


The following telegrams from The Adju- 
tnt General of the Army, July 12, 1922, 


sent to the several corps area commanders, 
are published in substance : 

“The law excludes the thirty-first day 
-f any calendar month from computation 
of pay of Reserve officers called to active 
«uty for training period. For example, 
leserve officer on active duty from July 
18 to Aug. 1 only entitled to fourteen 
dnys’ pay. 

“Memberys of National Guard when 
serving as such and entitled to Federal pay 
at rates fixed for Regular Army receive 
pay for thirty-first day of month under 
authority contained in annual appropria- 
tion acts. Notify those concerned.” 

“With coneurrence Chief of Finance 
you are advised partial payment can be 
made to Reserve officers attending train- 
ing camps prior to their departure from 
camp in amounts not in excess of amount 
actually due on day of payment. That is, 
payment for fourteen days may be made 
after fourteen days’ service has been ren- 
dered leaving the remaining last days’ pay 
and travel expenses in arrears to be paid 
on separate vouchers submitted after offi- 
cer reaches home. 

“Where longevity increase claimed and 
unsupported by officially adequate evidence 
veuchers should cover base pay only. Ad- 
ditional vouchers with supporting evidence 
way be subsequently submitted Advise 
all concerned.” 


UNITED STATES NAVY 
DESIRES RECRUITS. 


The Navy Department has reopened re- 
cruiting and desires to obtain recruits for 
the fleet. At the same time orders have 
gone out directing that recruits in the 
New England district be sent to the train- 
ing station at Newport, R.I.. for instruc- 
tion and training before they are sent 
abeard ship.

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Article VII. 
THE HOWITZER COMPANY. 


Of the many so-called “special weapons” 
developed for the use of the Infantry dur- 
ing the World War the light mortar, com- 
monly known as the Stokes mortar, and 
the 37-mm. gun, or one-pounder, stand out 
as the most marked departures in Infan- 
try ordnance. During the combat partici- 
pution of the A.E.F. personnel serving 
these weapons constituted separate pla- 
tvons of the regimental headquarters com- 
pany in the Infantry regiment. This plan 
did not prove entirely satisfactory either 
from a tactical or an administrative point 
ot view, and in 1919 a board of officers of 
which Brig. Gen. William Lassiter, the 
present Assistant Chief of Staff, G-3, was 
the senior member, recommended (con- 
curring in recommendations already made 
boards and by the Infantry 
School) that the light mortar and the one- 
pounder be the weapons of a separate In- 
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was accepted by the War Department and 
the howitzer company, totaling four offi- 
cers and 105 men, soon appeared in the 
Tables of Organization. 

The reasons for the present organiza- 
tion of the howitzer company are princi- 
pally tactical. Constituted as the com- 
pany is of three combat platoons and a 
headquarters platoon, it is possible, and 
probably in the majority of cases, desir- 
able, for the regimental commander to 
rleace one platoon of the company with 
cach of his three battalions, It is a basic 
principle of Infantry training that troops 
will fight best with men that they know 
personally, and by the contact experienced 
in training in peace time the platoons of 
the howitzer company become intima*ely 
nequainted with their brothers in the rifle 
companies and in the machine gun com- 
panies, to their mutual benefit. , 

Each combat platoon of the howitzer 
company, consisting of one officer and 
twenty-eight men, is made up of a pla- 
toon headquarters. a one-pounder section, 
ten men, and a light mortar section, eleven 
men. When the platoon is operating as a 
unit the two latter are organized into a 
ove-pounder squad, consisting of a cor- 
peral, a gunner and three privates; a light 
neortar squad of the same strength; and 
an ammunition squad, made up of the 
ammunition corporal, the transport cor- 
poral and twelve privates, including the 
chauffeur. Platoon headquarters includes 
the platoon commander (a first or second 
lieutenant), the platoon sergeant, two cor- 
:orals, one chauffeur and three runners. 
The chart with this article shows the or- 
ganization of the platoon in combat. Com- 
pany headquarters is very similar in or- 
ganization to that of the machine gun com- 
puny previously described. It comprises 
the company commander (a captain), the 
first sergeant, the mess and supply ser- 
geants, the corporal clerk, one barber, two 
buglers, one cobbler, three cooks, one horse- 
shoer, two mechanics, one tailor, and six 
rupners and agents. 

Communication within the company and 
with the other elements of the regiment 
is maintained by means of runners. 

rhe company commander, the three pla- 
tcon commanders, the first sergeant, and 
the three platoon sergeants, are mount 
m horses, and armed with the pistol. 

The transport corporals are mounted on 
nules and similarly armed. Each platoon 
‘Yas four draft mules, three with the pla- 
‘con and one extra. ‘Three of the nine 
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carts of the company carry light mortars, 
three carry ammunition for the light mor- 
tars, and three carry one-pounder ammuni- 
tion. There are three one-pounders mounted 
cn wheels, in each company. These guns 
may either be attached te the ammuni- 
tion carts or pulled by hand. Six three- 
jnch mortars are alloted the company. 
‘Y'bree of these are held in reserve. Addi- 
tional transportation and personnel at- 
tached from the service company com- 
pletes the equipment of the company. 

Some time before the war with Spain 
the French navy had developed and was 
using aS a landing gun, a weapon very 
similar to the present one-pounder. Credit 
for its use as an Infantry weapon is due, 
however, to Major Gautier of the French 
infantry, who first advocated its use in 
the early days of the late war. The pres- 
ent gun used by our Infantry differs but 
slightly from the original gun of Major 
Gautier, and is practically the same as 
the one now employed by the French. 

The one-pounder gun, briefly described, 
consists of a barrel with a recoil mechan- 
ism and a split trail mounted on an axle 
and wheels. Its caliber is 1.45 inches and 
the length of its barrel about twenty-nine 
inches. The length of recoil is about eight 
inches and is limited by a mechanism that 
icturns the barrel to the firing position. 
The trail is of the split type, and with the 
front leg dropped down, forms a tripod 
for the gun in the firing position. The 
gun can go into a firing position either on 
wheels or on tripod. When the gun is 
mounted on wheels the frame leg folds te 
ibe rear. 

The gun is equipped with two kinds of 
sights, the telescopic and the quadrant. 
The telescopic sight is used mainly for di- 
rect fire and for fire by means of an auxil- 
iary aiming point. The quadrant sight is 
used for indirect fire. Either sight may 
be used for any class of fire. The sights 
are graduated up to 1,800 meters. 

The only shell manufactured in the 
United States is the American 37-mm. 
Mark I shell. The propelling charge is a 
pyrocellulose powder and gives a muzzle 
velocity of 1,300 feet per second. The pro- 
jectile weighs one and one-quarter pounds, 
is loaded with 240 grains of T.N.T., and 
is detonated by a base percussion fuse 
which has a delayed action. This shell is 
superior to any former type manufactured 
for the one-pounder, as it combines both 
the penetrative and explosive effect and, 
in addition, gives greater accuracy. The 
projectile is made of high grade steel and 
has a “streamline” body. 

The Ordnance Department requires of 
this shell a penetration of six-tenths of an 
inch in armor plate at 100 yards. It is 
believed that the penetration is actually 
greater than this. The shell is of use 
against wire or for demolition purposes. 

Infantry Drill Regulations enumerate 
the characteristics of the one-pounder as 
fillows: 

(1) Its mobility and the small space re- 
quired for its ammunition which allow it 
to follow the infantry in “any phase of 
combat. 

(2) The ease with which it can be hid- 
den behind a parapet or sunk into the soil. 

(3) Ability to deliver masked fire. 

(4) The great ease with which it is ad- 
justed and regulated. 

(5) Its great accuracy, which allows it 
to make direct hits upon embrasures up 
to 1,200 meters and gives it a useful range 
of 1,500 meters. 

(6) The rapidity of its- fire, which dur- 
ing a short burst may attain a rate of 
twenty rounds per minute. 

(7) Great visibility of flash of dis- 
charge, which permits its location to be 
easily determined, especially at night, un- 
less proper precautions are taken for con- 
cealing it. It is always advisable to pre- 
pare a number of masked positions which 
enable the gun to avoid registration by 
the hostile artillery. 

_ (8) Its percussion high explosive shell 
is used against troops and matériel, ite 
steel shell against armor. It has little ef- 
fect on earth shelters. It is primarily de- 
signed to destroy by direct fire any ma- 
chine gun which can be definitely located. 

‘or this purpose, it is the most efficient 
single weapon in the infantry regiment. It 
is also an effective anti-tank gun. 


CORPS AREA ALLOWANCE OF 
CHEMICAL AMMUNITION. 


The annual corps area allowance of 
chemical ammunition for the training ac- 


tivities of thé National Guard, C.M.T.C., 
and the R.O.T.C. was approved by the 
War Department on July 12. Smoke and 
tear gas is being sent out for use in train- 
ing in defensive chemical warfare, in ac- 
cordance with G.O. No. 24, W.D. ‘Train- 
ing in this defensive chemical warfare only 
has been authorized by the War Depart- 
ment. This policy is in accord with the 
tieaty adopted at the recent Arms Confer- 
ence, but has been announced only re- 
cently. Therefore, it has not been pos- 
sible to move the ammunition out to all 
ot the corps areas in time for this sea- 
Sen's training. Many of the corps areas, 
however, will receive the ammunition in 
time for their summer training activities.

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Article II. 
(Part II.) 
THE CHEMICAL WARFARE SCHOOL. 


To establish correct methods of defense 
against gas and to develop measures that 
will give complete protection under every 
ecnceivable circumstance demands a 
knowledge of how chemical agents and 
weapons are used and how they act under 
field conditions. To neglect preparation 
of this sort would result in a handicap 
that would take long to overcome if gas 
were used against our troops in any war, 
since the use of the actual matériel is the 
only satisfactory means of knowing how 
the enemy would use it. The school, there- 
fcre, must of necessity provide instruc- 
tion that will give the student a knowl- 
edge of these things and must carry on 
a to learn how these agents act in the 
field. 

The instruction at the Chemical War- 
fere School is divided between three de- 
partments: a department of technique, a 
department of military art and a depart- 
ment of research and history. 

In the department of technique is 
taught the use, care and handling of chem- 
ical warfare matériel, the fundamental 
chemical principles that govern the use 
vf chemical agents, the properties of these 
agents, and such auxiliary subjects as are 
necessary for the correct functioning of a 
Chemical Warfare officer. Under the sub- 
ject of matériel is covered individual pro- 
tection which teaches the use of the gas 
mask, protective clothing, and the meas- 
ures that the individual must take to pro- 
tect himself from warfare gases. Like- 
wise collective protection teaches the meas- 
ures that must be taken to protect groups 
of individuals such as the use of alarms, 
the construction of gas-proof shelters, and 
the rendering safe of gassed areas. Un- 
‘ler matériel is also studied the Stokes 
mortar, Livens projector, Artillery shell, 
smoke candles, cylinders, grenades and 
chemical warfare matériel used by the Air 
Service. In studying the properties of 
cl.emical agents considerable attention is 
given to the physiological effects, treat- 
ment, and identification of the various 
agents. Among the most important of the 
auxiliaries is the study of meteorology, 
since atmospheric conditions, wind and 
weather, have much to do with the suc- 
cessful use of chemicals. Other auxiliaries 
ere map reading and topography, intelli- 
gence and recunnaissance, orders and re- 
ports, communication and co-ordination, 
and law. 

The department of military art deals 
with the application of the subjects studied 
under the department of technique and 
the tactical principles governing the use 
of chemical agents. This department takes 
in chemical warfare staff organization, 
organization, functions and tactical opera- 
ticns of chemical warfare troops, and 
chemical warfare functions relative to 
army, corps and division staffs, chemical 
warfare supply, chemical warfare train- 
ing, and the staff duties in ccnnection with 
other arms and services. This department 
covers the study of minor tactics, and prob- 
l-ms_ which illustrate the principles of 
chemical warfare tactics. 

The department of research and history 
includes the history of chemical warfare 
and the Chemical Warfare Service, a 
study of the chemical warfare operations 
that took place during the World War, and 
research into new developments in chemi- 
cal warfare to develop proper protection. 
A series of experimental tests taken up 
under this department demonstrate the 
travel of gas and smoke clouds, effective 
concentrations, and the persistency of 
various agents together with many other 
interesting phenomena. 

With the Chemical Warfare School as 
the hub of the school system of the Chemi- 
ca! Warfare Service the unit schools be- 
come the spokes of the wheel that chemi- 
cal warfare supplies in the plan of mili- 
tary education in the Army. All schools 
below the Special Service School are unit 
schools. These schools include all those 
for officers which are under the direct con- 
trol of tactical or territorial commanders, 
and also those for non-commissioned offi- 
cers, selected privates and enlisted spe- 
cialists. The Chemical Warfare School 
supplies the instructors in chemical war- 
fare for these lower schools, in which the 
bulk of chemical warfare instruction in 
the Army is given. Thus we have one 
place where information can “be received, 
ec-ordinated, placed in the proper form 
and then disseminated throughout the 
Service, either by direct training or in- 
structors or by the preparation of train- 
ing memoranda and bulletins. 

Inasmuch as it is the citizen soldier 
who must bear the brunt of any great con 
flict and since it is by his efforts that the 
issue will be determined, the necessity for 





giving this ‘instruction to the Reserve 
Corps and National Guard is apparent. 
A complete knowledge of how to protect 
themselves against this method of warfare 
is essential if they are to function at all 
in their proper sphere. It is fundamental 
that protective training touches every 
branch of the Service and, in fact, is a 
inatter of vital importance to every mem- 
ker of the Military Establishment.

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M.O.W.W. CONVENTION. 


The Army and Navy will be well repre- 
sented at Atlantic City next September, 
when the second biennial convention of 
the Military Order of the World War con- 
yenes at the Ambassador, bringing to the 
famous resort several thousand veterans 


who served as commissioned officers in the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps of the 
United States. 

Arrangements for the convention have 
been completed by a committee consisting 
of Col. John M. Thompson, Col. W. 
Carleton, Col. William BE. Ashton, Major 
Percy W. Hexter, Major Howard Don- 
nelly, Major W. W. Houghton, Comdr. 
W. H. McEwen, Capt. G. L. Darte and 
Capt. Rebeson Lea Perot, representing 
various departments and chapters of the 
order. 

The committee paid a formal call on 
Mayor Edward L. Bader to ask him to 
cpen the convention the morning of Sept. 
1s. The Mayor consented to welcome the 
Visiting officers. 

Extensive plans are under way to make 
the September convention a memorable 
cathering of military men. Already many 
of the leading officers of high rank in the 
Army and Navy have promised to attend, 
and it is expected that a number of the 
werld renowned commanders of the vari- 
ous Allied armies will also be present. In 
addition, a number of high officers of vari- 
cus branches of the national government 
will be in attendance. 

A feature of the biennial meeting will 
be a military ball which is expected to be 
the most brilliant affair of its kind ever 
held. The ball will be given in the renais- 
sance room of the Ambassador on the clos- 
ing night of the convention. 

The Military Order of the World War 
is the only organization of commissioned 
cfficers that has been officially recognized 
by the War and Navy Departments. Its 
membership includes more than 12,000 
men who wore shoulder straps through the 
great conflict. Among its better known 
members are General Pershing, General 
Hines, Marshals Foch and Joffre and Gen- 
eral Diaz of the Italian army. Important 
chapters of the order have been organized 
in Pittsburgh, Portland, Ore.; Tulsa, 
Okla.; Portland, Me.; St. Louis; New 
Orleans, Springfield, St. Paul, Baltimore, 
Chicago, New York, Detroit, San Fran- 
cisco, Philadelphia, Rochester, Cincinnati, 
Missoula, Los Angeles, Washington, Spo- 
kane, Columbus and Farge; N.D. In addi- 
tion to the former officers who belong to 
these chapters and to the large number of 
Regular officers who are members, there 
are thousands of other members living in 
smaller cities and towns in which chap- 
ters have not yet been organized. 

Col. John M. Thompson, chairman of 
the committee on arrangements for the 
September convention, has the distinction 
of being a veteran of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can as well as of the World War. He 
served throughout the Santiago campaign, 
taking part in the three-day battle of San 
Jvan. At that time he was a first lieu- 
tenant in the 7ist New York, oné of the 
three volunteer regiments in the battle. 
In the World War, he was commissioned 
in the Quartermaster Corps, but was as- 
signed to the General Staff and served 
in the War ° epartment Board of Ap- 
rraisers. F «is now colonel in the Coast 
Artillery Reserve Corps, attached to the 
coast defense of Eastern New York. 

This year’s convention was originally 
panned for New Orleans, but changed to 
Atlantic City to meet the desire of the 
overwhelming majority of the membership. 
The Ambassador was selected as a place 
fer holding the convention because of the 
well known preference it has shown to 
former Service men; more than ninety per 
cent. of the members of the Ambassador 
organization of military age saw service 
during the World War.

PAY OF RESERVE AND N.G. 
OFFICERS ON ACTIVE DUTY. 


The following telegrams from The Adju- 
tont General of the Army, July 12, 1922, 


sent to the several corps area commanders, 
are published in substance: 

“The law excludes the thirty-first day 
-f any calendar month from computation 
uf pay of Reserve officers called to active 
(luty for training period. For example, 
Reserve officer on active duty from July 
18 to Aug. 1 only entitled to fourteen 
drys’ pay. 

“Memberys of National Guard when 
serving as such and entitled to Federal pay 
at rates fixed for Regular Army receive 
pay for thirty-first day of month under 
authority contained in annual appropria- 
tion acts. Notify those concerned.” 

“With coneurrence Chief of Finance 
you are advised partial payment can be 
made to Reserve officers attending train- 
ing camps prior to their departure from 
camp in amounts not in excess of amount 
actually due on day of payment. That is, 
payment for fourteen dayS may be made 
after fourteen days’ service has been ren- 
dered leaving the remaining last days’ pay 
and travel expenses in arrears to be paid 
on separate vouchers submitted afier offi- 
cer reaches home. 

“Where longevity increase claimed and 
unsupported by officially adequate evidence 
veuchers should cover base pay only. Ad- 
ditional vouchers with supporting evidence 
way be subsequently submitted. Advise 
all concerned.” 


UNITED STATES NAVY 
DESIRES RECRUITS. 


The Navy Department has reopened re- 
cruiting and desires to obtain recruits for 
the fleet. At the same time orders have 
gone out directing that recruits in the 
New England district be sent to the train- 
ing station at Newport, R.I.. for instruc- 
tion and training before they are sent 
abeard ship. 

This means the reopening of the train- 
ing station at Newport, which has been 
closed for some time.

Article VII. 
THE HOWITZER COMPANY. 


Of the many so-called “special weapons” 
developed for the use of the Infantry dur- 
ing the World War the light mortar, com- 
inenly known as the Stokes mortar, and 
the 37-mm. gun, or one-pounder, stand out 
as the most marked departures in Infan- 
try ordnance. During the combat partici- 
pation of the A.E.F. personnel serving 
these weapons constituted separate pla- 
tvons of the regimental headquarters com- 
pany in the Infantry regiment. This plan 
did not prove entirely satisfactory either 
from a tactical or an administrative point 
ut view, and in 1919 a board of officers of 
which Brig. Gen. William Lassiter, the 
present Assistant Chief of Staff, G-3, was 
the senior member, recommended (con- 
curring in recommendations already made 
by former boards and by the Infantry 
School) that the light mortar and the one- 
pounder be the weapons of a separate In-

funtry eompany. This recommendation 
was accepted by the War Department and 
the howitzer company, totaling four offi- 
cers and 105 men, soon appeared in the 
Tables of Organization. 

The reasons for the present organiza- 
tion of the howitzer company are princi- 
pally tactical. Constituted as the com- 
pany is of three combat platoons and a 
headquarters platoon, it is possible, and 
probably in the majority of cases, desir- 
able, for the regimental commander to 
rlece one platoon of the company with 
each of his three battalions. It is a basic 
principle of Infantry training that troops 
will fight best with men that they know 
personally, and by the contact experienced 
in training in peace time the platoons of 
the howitzer company become intima*ely 
aequainted with their brothers in the rifle 
companies and in the machine gun com- 
panies, to their mutual benefit. 

Each combat platoon of the howitzer 
company, consisting of one officer and 
twenty-eight men, is made up of a pla- 
toon headquarters, a one-pounder section, 
ten men, and a light mortar section, eleven 
men. When the platoon is operating as a 
unit the two latter are organized into a 
ove-pounder squad, consisting of a cor- 
pera], a gunner and three privates; a light 
mortar squad of the same strength; and 
an ammunition squad, made up of the 
ammunition corporal, the transport corT- 
poral and twelve privates, including the 
chauffeur. Platoon headquarters includes 
the platoon commander (a first or second 
lieutenant), the platoon sergeant, two cor- 
L:orals, one chauffeur and three runners. 
The chart with this article shows the or- 
ganization of the platoon in combat. Com- 
pany headquarters is very similar in or- 
ganization to that of the machine gun com- 
puny previously described. It comprises 
the company commander (a captain), the 
first sergeant, the mess and supply ser- 
zeants, the corporal clerk, one barber, two 
buglers, one cobbler, three cooks, one horse- 
shoer, two mechanics, one tailor, and six 
rupners and agents. 

Communication within the company and 
with the other elements of the regiment 
is maintained by means of runners. 

rhe company commander, the three pla- 
tcon commanders, the first sergeant, and 
‘he three platoon sergeants, are mounted 
wn horses, and armed with the pistol. 

The transport corporals are mounted on 
nules and similarly armed. Each platoon 
‘as four draft mules, three with the pla- 
‘con and one extra. Three of the nine 
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carts of the company carry light mortars, 
ihree carry ammunition for the light mor- 
tars, and three carry one-pounder ammuni- 
tion. There are three one-pounders mounted 
cn wheels, in each company. These guns 
may either be attached to the ammuni- 
tion carts or pulled by hand. Six three- 
inch mortars are alloted the company. 
"bree of these are held in reserve. Addi- 
tional transportation and personnel at- 
tached from the service company com- 
pletes the equipment of the company. 

Some time before the war with Spain 
the French navy had developed and was 
using as a landing gun, a weapon very 
similar to the present one-pounder. Credit 
for its use as an Infantry weapon is due, 
however, to Major Gautier of the French 
infantry, who first advocated its use in 
the early days of the late war. The pres- 
ent gun used by our Infantry differs but 
slightly from the original gun of Major 
Gautier, and is practically the same as 
the one now employed by the French. 

The one-pounder gun, briefly described, 
consists of a barrel with a recoil mechan- 
ism and a split trail mounted on an axle 
and wheels. Its caliber is 1.45 inches and 
the length of its barrel about twenty-nine 
inches. 'The length of recoil is about eight 
inches and is limited by a mechanism that 
returns the barrel to the firing position. 
The trail is of the split type, and with the 
front leg dropped down, forms a tripod 
for the gun in the firing position. The 
gin can go into a firing position either on 
wheels or on tripod. When the gun is 
mounted on wheels the frame leg folds te 
ibe rear. 

The gun is equipped with two kinds of 
sights, the telescopic and the quadrant. 
The telescopic sight is used mainly for di- 
rect fire and for fire by means of an auxil- 
iary aiming point. The quadrant sight is 
used for indirect fire. Either sight may 
be used for any class of fire. The sights 
arc graduated up to 1,800 meters. 

The only shell manufactured in the 
United States is the American 37-mm. 
Mark I shell. The propelling charge is a 
pyrocellulose powder and gives a muzzle 
velocity of 1,300 feet per second. The pro- 
jectile weighs one and one-quarter pounds, 
is loaded with 240 grains of T.N.T., and 
is detonated by a base percussion fuse 
which has a delayed action. This shell is 
superior to any former type manufactured 
for the one-pounder, as it combines both 
the penetrative and explosive effect and, 
in addition, gives greater accuracy. The 
projectile is made of high grade steel and 
has a “streamline” body. 

The Ordnance Department requires of 
this shell a penetration of six-tenths of an 
inch in armor plate at 100 yards. It is 
believed that the penetration is actually 
greater than this. The shell is of use 
against wire or for demolition purposes. 

Infantry Drill Regulations enumerate 
ihe characteristics of the one-pounder as 
fillows: 

(1) Its mobility and the small space re- 
quired for its ammunition which allow it 
to follow the infantry in “any phase of 
combat. 

(2) The ease with which it can be hid- 
den behind a parapet or sunk into the soil. 

(3) Ability to deliver masked fire. 

(4) The great ease with which it is ad- 
justed and regulated. 

(5) Its great accuracy, which allows it 
to make direct hits upon embrasures up 
to 1,200 meters and gives it a useful range 
of 1,500 meters. 

(6) The rapidity of its. fire, which dur- 
ing a short burst may attain a rate of 
twenty rounds per minute. 

(7) Great visibility of flash of dis- 

charge, which permits its location to be 
easily determined, especially at night, un- 
less proper precautions are taken for con- 
cealing it. It is always advisable to pre- 
pare a number of masked positions which 
«nable the gun to avoid registration by 
the hostile artillery. 
_ (8) Its pereussion high explosive shell 
is used against troops and matériel, ite 
steel shell against armor. It has little ef- 
fect on earth shelters. It is primarily de- 
signed to destroy by direct fire any ma- 
chine gun which can be definitely located. 
Yer this purpose, it is the most efficient 
single weapon in the infantry regiment. It 
is also an effective anti-tank gun. 


CORPS AREA ALLOWANCE OF 
CHEMICAL AMMUNITION. 


The annual corps area allowance of 
chemical ammunition for the training ac- 


tivities of thes National Guard, C.M.T.C., 
and the R.O.T.C. was approved by the 
War Department en July 12. Smoke and 
tear gas is being sent out for use in train- 
img in defensive chemical warfare, in ac- 
cordance with G.O. No. 24, W.D. Train- 
Ing in this defensive chemical warfare only 
has been authorized by the War Depart- 
ment. This policy is in accord with the 
treaty adopted at the recent Arms Confer- 
‘nce, but has been announced only re- 
cently. Therefore, it has not been pos- 
sible to move the ammunition out to all 
of the corps areas in time for this sea- 
Sen's training. Many of the corps areas, 
however, will receive the ammunition in 
time for their summer training activities.

THE CHEMICAL WARFARE SCHOOL. 


To establish correct methods of defense 
against gas and to develop measures that 
will give complete protection under every 
ecnceivable circumstance demands a 
knowledge of how chemical agents and 
weapons are used and how they act under 
field conditions. To neglect preparation 
of this sort would result in a handicap 
that would take long to overcome if gas 
were used against our troops in any war, 
since the use of the actual matériel is the 
only satisfactory means of knowing how 
the enemy would use it. The school, there- 
fcre, must of necessity provide instruc- 
tion that will give the student a knowl- 
edge of these things and must carry on 
eo to learn how these agents act in the 
field. 

The instruction at the Chemical War- 
fere School is divided between three de- 
partments: a department of technique, a 
department of military art and a depart- 
ment of research and history. 

In the department of technique is 
taught the use, care and handling of chem- 
ical warfare matériel, the fundamental 
chemical principles that govern the use 
vf chemical agents, the properties of these 
agents, and such auxiliary subjects as are 
unecessary for the correct functioning of a 
Chemical Warfare officer. Under the sub- 
ject of matériel is covered individual pro- 
tection which teaches the use of the gas 
mask, protective clothing, and the meas- 
ures that the individual must take to pro- 
tect himself from warfare gases. Like- 
wise collective protection teaches the meas- 
ures that must be taken to protect groups 
of individuals such as the use of alarms, 
the construction of gas-proof shelters, and 
the rendering safe of gassed areas. Un- 
‘ler matériel is also studied the Stokes 
mortar, Livens projector, Artillery shell, 
smoke candles, cylinders, grenades and 
chemical warfare matériel used by the Air 
Service. In studying the properties of 
cl.emical agents considerable attention is 
given to the physiological effects, treat- 
ment, and identification of the various 
agents. Among the most important of the 
auxiliaries is the study of meteorology, 
since atmospheric conditions, wind and 
weather, have much to do with the suc- 
cessful use of chemicals. Other auxiliaries 
ere map reading and topography, intelli- 
gence and recunnaissance, orders and re- 
ports, communication and co-ordination, 
and law. 

The department of military art deals 
with the application of the subjects studied 
under the department of technique and 
the tactical principles governing the use 
of chemical agents. This department takes 
in chemical warfare staff organization, 
organization, functions and tactical opera- 
ticns of chemical warfare troops, and 
chemical warfare functions relative to 
army, corps and division staffs, chemical 
warfare supply, chemical warfare train- 
ing, and the staff duties in ccnnection with 
other arms and services. This department 
covers the study of minor tactics, and prob- 
l-ms which illustrate the principles of 
chemical warfare tactics. 

The department of research and history 
includes the history of chemical warfare 
and the Chemical Warfare Service, a 
study of the chemical warfare operations 
that took place during the World War, and 
research into new developments in chemi- 
cal warfare to develop proper protection. 
A series of experimental tests taken up 
under this department demonstrate the 
travel of gas and smoke clouds, effective 
concentrations, and the persistency of 
various agents together with many other 
interesting phenomena. 

With the Chemical Warfare School as 
the hub of the school system of the Chemi- 
ca’ Warfare Service the unit schools be- 
come the spokes of the wheel that chemi- 
cal warfare supplies in the plan of mili- 
tary education in the Army. All schools 
below the Special Service School are unit 
schools. These schools include all those 
for officers which are under the direct con- 
trol of tactical or territorial commanders, 
and also those for non-commissioned offi- 
cers, selected privates and enlisted spe- 
cialists. The Chemical Warfare School 
supplies the instructors in chemical war- 
fare for these lower schools, in which the 
bulk of chemical warfare instruction in 
the Army is given. Thus we have one 
place where information canbe received, 
co-ordinated, placed in the proper form 
and then disseminated throughout the 
Service, either by direct training or in- 
structors or by the preparation of train- 
ing memoranda and bulletins. 

Inasmuch as it is the citizen soldier 
who must bear the brunt of any great con 
flict and since it is by his efforts that the 
issue will be determined, the necessity for 


giving this instruction to the Reserve 
Corps and National Guard is apparent. 
A complete knowledge of how to protect 
themselves against this method of warfare 
is essential if they are to function at all 
in their proper sphere. It is fundamental 
that protective training touches every 
branch of the Service and, in fact, is a 
inatter of vital importance to every mem- 
ker of the Military Establishment.

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M.0O.W.W. CONVENTION. 


The Army and Navy will be well repre- 
sented at Atlantic City next September, 
when the second biennial convention of 
the Military Order of the World War con- 
yenes at the Ambassador, bringing to the 
famous resort several thousand veterans 
who served as commissioned officers in the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps of the 
United States. 

Arrangements for the convention have 
been completed by a committee consisting 
of Col. John M. Thompson, Col. W. A. 
Carleton, Col. William E. Ashton, Major 
Percy W. Hexter, Major Howard Don- 
nelly, Major W. W. Houghton, Comdr. 
W. H. McEwen, Capt. G. L. Darte and 
Capt. Rebeson Lea Perot, representing 
various departments and chapters of the 
order. 

The committee paid a formal call on 
Mayor Edward L. Bader to ask him to 
cpen the convention the morning of Sept. 
18. The Mayor consented to welcome the 
Visiting officers. 

Extensive plans are under way to make 
the September convention a memorable 
cathering of military men. Already many 
of the leading officers of high rank in the 
Army and Navy have promised to attend, 
and it is expected that a number of the 
werld renowned commanders of the vari- 
ous Allied armies will also be present. In 
addition, a number of high officers of vari- 
cous branches of the national government 
will be in attendance. 

A feature of the biennial meeting will 
be a military ball which is expected to be 
tle most brilliant affair of its kind ever 
held. The ball will be given in the renais- 
sance room of the Ambassador on the clos- 
ing night of the convention. 

The Military Order of the World War 
is the only organization of commissioned 
cfiicers that has been officially recognized 
ty the War and Navy Departments. Its 
membership includes more than 12, 
men who wore shoulder straps through the 
great conflict. Among its better known 
members are General Pershing, General 
Hines, Marshals Foch and Joffre and Gen- 
eral Diaz of the Italian army. Important 
chapters of the order have been organized 
in Pittsburgh, Portland, Ore.; Tulsa, 
Okla.; Portland, Me.; St. Louis; New 
Orleans, Springfield, St. Paul, Baltimore, 
Ckicago, New York, Detroit, San Fran- 
cisco, Philadelphia, Rochester, Cincinnati, 
Missoula, Los Angeles, Washington, Spo- 
kane, Columbus and Fargo; N.D. In addi- 
tion to the former officers who belong to 
these chapters and to the large number of 
Regular officers who are members, there 
are thousands of other members living in 
smaller cities and towns in which chap- 
ters have not yet been organized. 

Col. John M. Thompson, chairman of 
the committee on arrangements for the 
September convention, has the distinction 
of being a veteran of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can as well as of the World War. He 
served throughout the Santiago campaign, 
taking part in the three-day battle of San 
Jvan. At that time he was a first lieu- 
tenant in the 7ist New York, oné of the 
three volunteer regiments in the battle. 
In the World War, he was commissioned 
in the Quartermaster Corps, but was as- 
signed to the General Staff and served 
in the War Department Board of Ap- 
praisers. He is now colonel in the Coast 
Artillery Reserve Corps, attached to the 
coast defense of Eastern New York. 

This year’s convention was originally 
wianned for New Orleans, but changed to 
Atlantic City to meet the desire of the 
overwhelming majority of the membership. 
The Ambassador was selected as a place 
for holding the convention because of the 
well known preference it has shown to 
former Service men; more than ninety per 
cent. of the members of the Ambassador 
organization of military age saw service 
during the World War. 





ASSOCIATION OF THE ARMY OF THE 
UNITED STATES. 


A number of officers of the Regular 
Army, National Guard and Reserve Corps 
met in Richmond, Va., July 6 to form a 
Richmond “sector” of the Association of 
the Army of the United States.

HARVEY. 


Col. ete 4 F. Harvey, Med. Dept., U. 
SA., retired, who died at Denver, Colo., 
June 7, as briefly noted in our issue of 
July 15, page 1124, is survived by a widow 
and daughter, Frances Talmadge Mix, and 
Stella Leighton Hyskell, daughter by first 
marriage. 

Colonel Harvey was born in Thorneville, 
Ohio, Dec. 12, 1843, and was graduated in 
medicine at the University of Iowa and 
Bellevue Hospital Medical College. He 
entered the Army as acting assistant sur- 
geon in June, 1864, and served in field 
and hospital during the balance of Civil 
War. He was appointed as first lieuten- 
ant and assistant surgeon in November, 
1868, and served through the various 
grades until retired with the rank of colo- 
nel, Dec. 12, 1908. This included active 
service in the Sioux War of 1876; the 
Indian uprising in 1891, the Spanish- 
American War and the Philippine Insur- 
rection. He was professor of surgery in 
the National University, Washington, D. 
C., during his tour of duty as attending 
surgeon in that city. 

The following recommendations for the 
improvement of the Medical Service were 
made by him, and subsequently adopted 
by the War Department: In May, 1873, 
he advocated the extension of dentistry to 
the Army. See “A Plea for the Teeth,” in 
ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL, May 31, 1873 
About thirty-eight years afterwards (in 
1911) a Dental Corps was authorized and 
is now an indispensable part of the Medi- 
cal Department. 

While Colonel Harvey was chief sur- 
geon of the Department of the Lakes in 
1905, he introduced for the first time in 
the Army a prophylactic system for the 
elimination of social diseases. This was 
subsequently adopted by the War Depart- 
ment in essentially the same form as 
criginally introduced. (See G.O. No. 17, 
1912, and G.O. No. 71, 1913, W.D.). 

Soon after the establishment of the Hos- 
pilal Corps Colonel Harvey officially rec- 
ommended that two grades of privates be 
authorized, a first and second class, on ac- 
count of the marked difference between 
their duties—some being largely of a pro- 
fessional character while others were nec- 
essarily menial. The idea was finally put 
into practice in 1908 and has worked well. 

A record of finger prints and the stig- 
mata of regeneration as an additional 
means of safeguarding the Army from the 
entrance of undesirable characters and as 
a means of identifying deserters and re- 
peaters, was advocated by Colonel Har- 
vey in a paper read before the Associa- 
tion of Military Surgeons in May, 1896. 
Twelve years afterwards these recommen- 
dations were incorporated in the Recruit- 
ing Regulations. ; 

In June, 1894, Colonel Harvey, while 
on duty as senior medical officer at the 
('.S.M.A., submitted to the Board of Vis- 
itors a report setting forth the desirability 
of instituting at West Point a practical 
ecurse of instruction in military hygiene 
and in methods of rendering immediate 
nid to the wounded. Previous efforts to 
secure this humane and useful instruc- 
tion to the cadets had failed, and in the 
ease above cited the Superintendent op- 
posed it. Nevertheless the Board of Vis- 
jtors approved it and a Department of 
Hygiene at West Point was established by 
higher authority, with the post surgeon as 
a member of the academic faculty and 
professor of military hygiene.

Colonel Longstreet served in the — 
ish-American War, 1898-1999, i uba 
with Battery A, Georgia Artillery, and as 
first lieutenant, 9th U.S. Vol. Infantry ; 
thereafter with 29th Infantry, U.S. Vols., 
at various posts and in the field, partici- 
pating in battles of the Philippine Insur 
rection in Luzon to June, 1900. He was 
Inspector of Customs and Internal Rev- 
enue at Romblon, P.I., to January, 1901 
was with regiment at Lagosam, Samar, P. 
I., and was on duty with the 13th Cav- 
alry at Fort Meade, S.D. Among other 
duties he sailed to the Philippines for a

REGULATIONS GOVERNING REDUCTION 
IN THE NUMBER OF OFFICERS. 
Circular 152, July 17, 1922, W.D. 


The following regulations governing reduction 
in the number of officers are apnea for the 
information and guidance of all concerned: 

1. The act of Congress approved June 380, 
1922, requires a large and expeditious reduction 
of the commissioned personnel of Army on 
the active list. The reduction is to be accom- 
plished by normal losses and by retirements and 
discharges upon recommendation of a board of 

neral officers convened pursuant to the law. 

n accomplishing the required reduction the 
interests of the Government will be paramount 
to those of individua's. ‘The officers retired or 
discharged will be those whom the board con- 
siders fer any reason least suitable for retention 
under the circumstances. The number that 
must be removed from the active list in the vari- 
ous grades is fixed by the law, subject to some 
variation in the discretion of the board of gen- 
eral officers due to holding additional officers 
for absorption and to recommissions in 
next lower grade. In view of the necessit: 
of functioning as efficiently as is possible wi 
the reduced personnel that will be available in 
future, it is essential that only the most effective 
officers be retained.

To insure compliance with the law 
and to allow for unavoidable administrative de- 
lays it is the policy of the War Department to 





complete, so far as practicable, all separations 
and recommissions by Dec, 15, 1922. 

8. During the period of making the required 
reduction the normal processes of termination 
of active service under laws other than the act 
of June 30, 1922, will continue. Thus, by 
voluntary retirement upon over thirty years’ 
service, retirement for physical disability, re- 
tirement or discharge of Class B officers, dis- 
missals and resignations, a portion of the re- 
duction required by the law will be accom- 
plished. All concerned are directed to expedite 
action in all cases falling in any of the above 
categories, with a view to the definite termina- 
tion of such cases as early as practicable. With 
the exception of separations from active service 
of the above classes, retirements and discharges 
under the act of June 30, 1922, are limited 
to those officers specifically recommended for 
retirement or discharge by the board of general 
officers. 

4. The selections for retirement and discharge 
by the board of general officers will be based 
upon the official records of officers now on file 
in the War Department, supplemented by such 
additional written recommendations, reports and 
statements as may be received. The board will 
consider an officer’s previous, present, and prob- 
able future usefulness and relative value to 
the Government, taking into account age, length 
of service, experience, time yet to serve, physical 
condition, efficiency ratings, and all other factors 
entering into a thorough consideration of use- 
fulness and relative value. 

5. Except for the branches of the Medical 
Department and Chaplains, selections for retire- 
ment and discharge will be made without regard 
to branch of service. All officers will be con- 
sidered as one pool from which those who, for 
any reason, are least effective, regardless of 
branch in which commissioned, are to be re- 
moved. Necessary readjustment among the vari- 
ous branches will made by transfer, detail 
and assignment when the reduction has been 


completed, 
6. The law does not require a reduction in 
the number of general officers. It does, how- 


ever, permit appointments of general officers, 
thereby reducing the number of colonels, Gen- 
eral officers will be included among the officers 
considered by the board, a special report being 
made in each case in which retirement, under 
the existing circumstances, is deemed in the 
best interests of the Service. Action upon 
such special reports will be taken in accordance 
with the circumstances in each case. 

7. To supplement present records, special re- 
ports will be submitted at once, through mili- 
tary channels, for each officer whom the report- 
ing officer believes should, for any reason, be 
considered for retirement or discharge by the 
board, as follows: 

a. By chiefs of branches concerning officers 
who are now, or who have been at any time 
since Jan. 1, 1922, commissioned or serving in 
such branch, including officers who may be 
reported upon under b below; 

b. By territorial, organization, school or sta- 
tion commanders concerning officers who are 
now, or who have been at any time since Jan. 
1, 1922, assigned to-their commands. Reports 


| of school commandants will cover student per- 


sonnel. 

The purpose of the special reports is to place 
before the board the fullest possible informa- 
tion for its consideration. In addition to a 
full statement of the facts or opinions on which 
the report is based, each report will include a 
recommendation in the case. In the submission 
ef reports care will be exercised that prior 
classification, trial by court-martial, or other 
administrative or disciplinary action that is a 
closed incident, does not, of itself, operate to 
prejudice the interests of any officer reported 
upon. The evidence upon which classification 
or other procedure was based ‘may be considered, 
but the finding of a board, court, or other 
agency will not, of itself, be given weight for 
or against the officer. 

Special reports will be in the form of a 
separate communication for each officer reported 
upon. Each report containing an adverse state- 
ment of facts will contain a statement that 
the officer reported upon has been informed 
thereof. Intermediate commanders will promptly 
forward reports and will make such recommen- 
dation thereon as their knowledge permits and 
as they deem appropriate under the circum- 
stances. 

8. Any officer in the Service, who so desires, 
may submit, through military channels, for con- 
sideration by the board a statement bearing 
upon his past, present, or probable future 
effectiveness. Shou’d the officer be'ieve that, 
for any reason, it will be best for the interests 
of the Service that he be retired or discharged, 
his statement will clearly set forth such reasons. 

9. As a guide in submitting reports, state- 
ments and recommendations, all concerned 
should bear in mind the very considerable reduc- 
tion that is necessary. Based upon the number 
of officers in service on June 30, 1922, the ex- 
cess in various grades and branches over the 
new authorized numbers is as follows:

10. In making the large reduction required 
by the law, officers must necessa be re- 
tired or discharged whose active service would 
otherwise be continued. Under the circum- 
stances separations from the Service under the 
act of June 30, 1922, are regarded as honorable

con's, beyond that date. 

12. Upon receipt of notification of selection 
for removal from the active list any officer hay. 
ing less than ten years’ commissioned service but 
more than twenty years’ service accredited 
toward retirement will inform The Adjutant Gep. 
eral of the Army whether he elects discharge 
with one year’s pay, appointment as a warrant 
officer, or retirement as a warrant officer with 
retired pay, as provided in such cases by the 
act of June 30, 1922. ; 

13. All officers retired or discharged under 
the act of June 30, 1922, will be retired or 
discharged at the stations nearest the places they 
may be upon the dates retirements or discharges 
are to be effective. Officers outside the conti- 
nental limits of the United States, who do not 
request retirement or discharge at their stations 
will, so far as practicable, be returned to the 
United States prior to retirement or discharge 

14. In January, 1922, a thorough physica] 
survey was made of officers of the Army and 
all whose physical deficiencies justified such 
action have presumably been ordered before re. 
tiring boards. Should any officer not so ordered 
or any officer who has been found by a retiring 
board to be not incapacitated, believe himself 
eligible for and entitled to retirement for physical 
disability, he should, at once, make application 
to appear before a retiring board, the applica- 
tion being accompanied, if practicable, by eyi- 
dence of physical condition. Such applications, 
when received, will be considered in conjunc- 


tion with all prior physical records. In gen- 
eral, in the absence of such a request, an officer 
will, for the time being, be considered ineligible 


for retirement on account of physical disability, 
_ 15. The board of general nn ae provided for 
in the act of June 30, 1922, will submit recom- 
mendations for investigation by a retiring board 
in the case of each officer who, in their opinion, 
appears from his record to be permanently 
physically incapacitated for active field service, 
or in whose case the board desires the finding 
of a retiring board. 

16. The required reduction will result in the 
strength of commissioned personnel being con- 
siderably below that required. It is contem- 
plated, therefore, that following the reduction 
the very liberal policies heretofore observed in 
approval of applications for retirement and in 
acceptance of resignations will be modified with 
a view to retention of officers whose retirement 
or resignation is not deemed te be in the best 
interests of the Government. 

17. It is the desire of the War Department 
that, in general, officers leaving the active list 
of the Regular Army continue available for mili- 
tary service in emergency. Such officers are 
urged to affiliate with the National Guard or to 
apply for appointment in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, thereby continuing as members of the 
Army of the United States available for service 
when needed.

ARMY G.C.M. CASES.

15, 1920, and two days later married 
the said failing to pay an agreed 
alimony allowance to Carrie L. Wyman, and 
of writing and sending her letters containing 
threatening and insulting language.

CONGRESS NOTES. 


Mr. Jones of Washington introduced Senate 
bill S. 3832 in the Senate on July 15 pro- 
viding for officers’ retirement under certain 
conditions. It provided that all officers who 
were appointed from enlisted men and who 
served in the Army prior to the World War 
as enlisted men, and who were honorably dis- 
charged as officers and re-enlisted in the US. 
Army, may, on their own application after 
thirty years of service, be placed on the re- 
tired list with the pay and allowances of & 
warrant officer; and all those who have retired 
since March 8, 1920, shall be entitled to the 
benefits of this act. The bill was re ferred to 
the Committee on Military Affairs. .

Was in Span- 
ish-American Filipino Insurrection and the full 
duration of the World War, between 11 and 
12 months of which was in France. Upon 
retiring is there any ruling or regulation un- 
der which I could claim those 33 months in 
the Marine Corps! I was under my own name 
and used my Army discharges when enlisting 
in Marine Corps. After deserting IP) was en- 
listed in the Army in less than a month. « 
Answer: There does not appear to be any 
regulation or ruling to fit yeur case, but it is 
the opinion of officers in the Judge Advocate

G. B. R.—<According to Army Regulations, 
your question is answered in the affirmative. 
Part of par. 256, A.R., provides that ‘‘Each 
non-commissioned staff officer will be furnished 
with a warrant signed by the regimental com- 
mander. The appointment takes effect on the 
day upon which it is made and the warrant 
may be continued in force upon discharge and 
re-enlistment, if re-enlistment be made on the 
day following that of discharge; each re-en- 
listment and continuance will be noted on the 
warrant. Any non-commissioned staff officer 
may be reduced to the ranks by the sentence of 
a court-martial, or by order of the commander 
having final authority to appoint such non-

G. P. B. asks: Men on duty at a flyfng 
field rationed separately, under competent or- 
ders, no Government mess maintained.

Answer: Until the subsistence order is pub- 
lished it would be impossible to answer this 
question. This order is expected to be out in 
the very near future. 

A. F. G. asks: (1) Was last paid to include 
Dec. 31, 1921. Over three years’ service. 
Private Ist cl. to Jan. 27, 1922. Specialist 
5th cl. to Jan. 16, 1922. Marksman. Foreign 
service to March 16, 1922. Tried by special 
court-martial while en route back to_ the 
States on March 2, 1922, and sentenced «to 
forfeiture of two-thirds of my pay per month 
for three months. On Jan. 25, 1922, just be- 
fore leaving China to return to the States, I 
received a partial payment of $25. On May 
2, 1922, I received another partial payment 
of $50. How much pay should I have re- 
ceived if next paid to include May 31, 1922? 
(2) When a soldier is sentenced to forfeiture 
of two-thirds of his pay per month may the 
forfeiture be taken from any monmth’s pay, 
even though he received for that month a 
higher rate of pay than he was receiving for 
the month that forfeiture was awarded? This 
applies when a man has not been paid for 
several months and in the meantime has been 
reduced in grade. : 

Answer: (1) If vou are paid next time to 
include May 31, 1922, your pay will be $29.30. 
(2) This is answered in the affirmative. 

E. B. W. asks whether the regulation in the 
Army regarding the marking of clothing and 
equipment has been changed. 

Answer: There has been no change as yet 
relative to the marking of clothing and equip- 
ment. 

R. R.—Major Thorne Deuel, jr., was com- 
missioned as such during the war but re- 
verted to a captain’s commission later.
